This eonnnaud 
is the disjointed remnants of brigades with a eondoiniKMl battery ami a 
section of worn-out O-pounders, with a small eoniniand ot raw cavalry, 
the infantry not sufficient toman the works so as to n^sist a determined 
assault. How such a force is to hold the enemy in check, whmi we 
scarcely dare poke our noses beyond the ])icket-lines. I confess I can- 
not perceive. I should be at once strengthened by at least a good bat- 
tery and a brigade of good infantry with it [and.] if it can be had, a full 
regiment of cavalry, so that I could, if necessary, move out and make such 
demonstration as would accomplish your purposes. It is, m my jiulg- 
meiit, folly to hold out a small force in an isolated ])osition to iiiMte its 
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destruction or ('ai)tiire by the enemy- The paucity of this force is 
teinptin^*^ to the enemy. Combine it with a crossing' to hand, all in g*ood 
condition, the enemy have not the perspicacity I award them if they do 
not at once avail themselves of our condition. 

That you may be fully ad\ised of my strength I give you the actual 
foirc: Howe’s brigade, 1,100 for duty; Matthies’ brigade, 640 for duty; 
total, 1,740 ; six companies of cavalry, 450 for duty— making total infantry 
and cavalry, 2,100; artillery, four 6-pounders, ^^old,” two rifled regu- 
lation. 

The enemy have moved up close upon our front; their strength I have 
not been able to learn; it is reported from 3,000 to 7,000 men; doubtless 
exaggerated. A scout, Eose, just in from below, reports Polk with 
his command at West Point last Priday. PoiTest still has his head- 
quarters at Jackson, Tenn. I would suggest that a portion of the Ee- 
serve Artillery be at once ordered here from Nashville. We should, be- 
yond (piestion, have at least enough guns to supply the works, six ad- 
ditional x^ieces, at least.

The common wedge is 
th<‘ b(‘st wluMi no boards <*an ])e ripped off our neighbors’ houses and 
fences with whi(‘h to make .sidings to the bivouacs, and when officers 
study to have handsome camps, which all general officers \vill and should 
encourage. The tente-d'aluis is of course good for a roof as long as 
the men can take boards oti'the fences and houses of the people, or can 
sjdit out ‘^shakes,'' but for ni(*n to use these tents for anytime would be 
wrong, Ix^eause it brings tlitdr ])evsons too near the ground. I prefer no 
tent at all for inarching troo])s and the common A tent without poles 
for a cam]) of sevia’al (lays, wc^eks, or months, but repeat that in tents 
there is a fashion almost as d(‘S]x)ti(* as in eb'ess. 

I writt‘ hastily from th(‘ saim^ house in wliic'h General G-raiit was, hut I 
go to the iront, Ibnggold, to-morrow oi‘ next day and will dispense with 
tent. My (Mitirc h(*a(l(iuart(‘rs transportation is one wagon for myself, 
aid(‘s, olliciws, (dewks, and oi‘d(wlies.

1 will be glad to hear Uncle Sam say ‘Gve 
cannot atfovd thi^ and that — you must gather your own grub and 
wagons, and bivoinn* and tight, not for pay, but for self-existence.” I 
think I sec that pcri(jd not far distant. I assure you I will second any 
effort you will make hxdciiig to economy, and first to that end Imve 
your chiefs at the very ])()iiLts where they can see the (‘auses and prevent 
wastt*. Old men as auditors can control the papers to the rear, but the 
causes are here. 1 vmild lik(* Mr. Stanton to kiioM^ this, my opinion.

Colonel: I have the honor to make the following statement of sup- 
plies in the Army of the Tennessee: 

Each regiment of the Fifteenth Corx)s has three wagons, one for offl* 
cers, one for the companies, and one for the medical department; each 
brigade headcjuarters two wagons; each division headciuarters three 
wagons. The remainder of the wagons are organized into su])p]y trains 
and kept in camp at Chattanooga, when not liauling supi)lies to the 
corps. Some of the trains have not yot arrh'ed at Chattanooga. Each 
division is supphed with iifty wagnn-luatD ni* ammunition. Tlie Second 
and Fomth Dhisions are sui)plied with ten days’ rations from May (i; 
the First Di\ision with five days' rations from May (>. Twenty-live 
wagon-loads of forage have been sent to the Fourth Division, and 
twenty-three wagon loads to the Second Division (on May 0 ). The 
First Division train vdll be in to-night. May 0 , for forage. Left Wing, 
Sixteenth Corps, is supi)lied as follows; Two wagons for each regiment ; 
the remainder en loute to Chattanooga, and organized as m Fifteenth 
Corps. I^p to this time wagons have been furnished to Sixteenth 
Coi-jjs by the Fifteenth, and twenty wagons are now waiting here to load 
for that cor])s; forty more will be fiunished to-morrow. The divisions 
have four days’ rations from May b. Forty wagon-loads of ammunition 
were sent to General Dodge’s command MayO, and twenty wagon-loads 
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of forage. There are -wagons enough here now to keep up the supplies, 
and the remainder are arriving daily. General Dodge s trains are ex- 
pected to be in by to-morrow night.

The First Division is lo- 
cated at Trickum Post-Office, one brigade north, one east, and one south 
of it. I am unable to say whether the communication Iui'n betm estab- 
lished with the Fourteenth Corps near Tunnel Hill. The Third Division 
encamps on the Dalton and Gordon’s Springs road, onel uigade holding 
the ridge near Mrs. Swain’s house; the other two brigades encamping 
to the rear and right of the former, the picket-line conmcting with the 
right of the First Division, and extending to the Edw’ards' Mill road. 
The Second Division has two brigades encamped on the Piinggold and 
Villanow road about tliree miles south from Tiickum Post-Office, the 
picket-line connecting with the right of the Third Division and with 
the left of the other brigade, w'hich is encamped, touether with the 
cavalry under command of Brigadiei -General Kilpatrick, .iboiit a mile 
east of Gordon’s Gap. The train of the coips i'- encamped at th(\iuu(*- 
tion of the Nickajack with the old Alabama road, ambulances and 
wagons loaded with ammunition and intrenching tooK only aiM-om- 
panying the troops. The cavalry had a \er\ slight -kirmi-'h wnth the 
enemy coming through Xickajack Gap. The rebels withdrew their 
ihcket-line in front of the Second Brigade.

On my arrival at the gap at the end of Rocky Face Ridge I found 
that Barker’s brigade, of General Newton’s division, had preceded me. 
He had occupied the gap and gained a footing on the ridge. I there- 
fore relieved his troops in the gap with one brigade of Judah’s division 
and occupied another gap immediately northeast of the first with Judah’s 
other brigade. I found it necessary to bring forward Hovey’s division 
immediately to the left and rear of Judah to make me sufficiently 
strong. Cox remains in front of Lee’s toward "V arnell’s. From Rocky 
Point the ridge breaks ofi* toward the northeast for about half a mile, 
and then curves toward the north. I occupy this curved ridge or 
series of hiUs. I have been with a small body of cavalry onto a 
ridge in my front along the foot of which runs the main road from Var- 
nell’s to Dalton. From this ridge I got a good view of the enemy’s 
defenses on the ridge in rear of Rocky Face, and about five or six miles 
this side of Dalton. They are strongly occupied by infantry. There is 
no infantry in the valley in my front. I have no information which will 
justify my advancing toward Dalton, and hence await your instruc- 
tions or further information. I sent Captain Engle of my staff to report 
to you soon after 1 reached this position. He has not yet returned.

My direction 
for you'to pass along the top of the ridge till you could look into Buz- 
zard Boost was based on the idea that the to]), like Lookout, was a 
kind of plateau, but, according to General HarkeFs rex)ort, it must be 
a peife(*t oouteau, knife edge, a sharp ridge. To-morrow you keep up 
communication with that force, tying to it strong, and let your left 
move up, not too much, but enough for a change, and keep u}> the idea 
of an advance. Keep skirmishers out, vith orders to act with boldness, 
but not rashness, to feel the enemy’s position from your directioii. If 
possible, at the earliest i)ossible moment get a look into the enemy’s 
lines and act on the knowledge of the state of tacts to your front and 
rear. McPherson ])assed Villanow at 2 j). m. for Snake Creek Gap, 
which he is ordered to secure good and operate from it on the enemy’s 
line and rear. AYe must not let Johnston amuse us here by a small 
force whilst he turns on M(*Pherson. Therefore I want the earliest pos- 
sible information from all points Avhat Johnston does when he finds not 
a mere detachment, but a large, strong army within five iniles of 
E(‘saca, covered against him by the very mountains he chose to cover 
himself. Hooker can go to McPherson’s rear in about eight miles, his 
right by two and a half to three below Trickum; therefore kee]) touched 
to the right, your lines on strong ground but your vedettes out as boldly 
as possible for knowledge. All of McCook’s cavalry will be on your 
left, and the effect of {Stoneman’s coming up will soon be felt.

My line has advanced steadily during the day, ^vitll heavy skirmish- 
ing much of the time. The first ridge east of lhu*ky Face is covered 
by several strong barricades of timber and stones. These wert^ all 
taken by my skirmishers with slight loss. The enemy now occupies a 
strong line of rifle-pits, running from where his advance now is, on thi* 
crest of Rocky Face, across the valley to a hill beyond, which is <piite 
strongly fortified. 1 intended to attack this line at the foot of the 
slope of Rocky Face, but General Xewton's di\isiou on the slope was 
unable to advance sufficiently to protect niy flank. I therefore made 
simply a strong demoiisti'ation along the whole line to satisty myself of 
the force of the enemy. I have developed a force about eijual to my 
own: I think not much larger. The enemy occupies a high isolated 
hill a little south of east fi'om my left, and has ><»mc troops mas>ed 
about tlw^ foot of that hill iu the timber. He ha-- 'several times assailed 
my left, but without success. Foui regiment-^ of Hovey's di\ision, 
which I sent to support McCook, occupy to-night The gorge leading 
east from my position of yesterday. Two regiment^ of Jiulali's division 
still occiii)y the position of last night. 

If the enemy mass any large force cm my left my po'-irnm will ]>e fpiite 
insecure; but, believing his force not much superior to mine, I have 
deterniined to hold my ground until morning, uiile^^ i leceive orders to 
the contrary from you. McCook re])orrs that his cavaliy brigade, on 
the Cleveland and Dalton road, ran into a rebel work and wa^, of c«airse. 
badly cut up. lie says it was followed a short di'^tauce by two biigades 
of infantry and one of cavalry, with artillery.

(tENERAL: (leiieral Dodge’s command moved up and skirmislied 
with the enemy at Eesaoa this afternoon. While that was going on 
one company of niounted infantry, Lieutenant-Colonel Phillips’ regiment, 
succeeded in reaching the railroad near Tilton Station, but was forced to 
leave without damaging the track. They tore do\vm a small portion of 
the telegraph wire. The enemy have a strong position at Eesaca nat- 
urally, and, as far as we could see, have it pretty well fortified. They 
displayed considerable force, and opened on us with artillery. After 
skirmishing till nearly dark, and finding that I could not succeed in 
cutting the railroad before dark, or getting to it, I decided to withdraw 
the command and take up a position for the night between Sugar Tal- 
ley and the entrance to the gap for the following reasons : First. Be- 
tween this point and Eesaca there are a half dozen good roads leading- 
north toward Dalton down which a column of the enemy could march, 
making oin* advanced position a very exposed one. Second. General 
Dodge’s men are all out of provisions, and some regiments have had 
nothing to-day. His wagon train is between here and Yillanow, and pos- 
sibly some of them are coming through the gap now, but they could not 
have reached him near Eesaca ; besides, I did not wish to block up the 
road with a train. It is very narrow, and the country on either side is 
hea\ily wooded. I had no cavalry except Phillips’ mounted men to 
feel out on the flanks. If I could have had a division of good cavalry 
I could have broken the raib-oad at some point. I shall be compelled to 
rest my men to-morrow forenoon, at least, to enable them to draw pro- 
\isions. We have lost some 6 men killed and 30-odd wounded, but 
have inflicted a greater amount of damage to the enemy, and captured 
about 25 prisoners. 

General Ealpatrick is very anxious to make the attempt to cut the 
raiboad. General GaiTard is in La Fayette to-night ,• says his horses 
are very much fatigued and short of forage; desnes to remain there 
until his forage train comes down from Chattanooga. When 1 move 
lorward again 1 would like a di\dsion of Hooker’s command to hold the 
entiunce to the gap and the roads at Sugar Talley, thereby enabling 
me to move forward with my entire command, except train guards. 

The news Irom Grant is glorious.

Colonel: I liave the honor to state that a force, said to be General 
Koddev\s, crossed the Tennessee tAvo days ago, and drove tlie Seveiitli 
Illinois Cavalry/ (’olonel Rowett commanding, capturing part of his 
command. The fort'c has l)eeii stated at from 7,000 to 4,000, with nine 
to six guns. If the forc'C is so large, probably General S. D. Lee 
acted ill (*oiiJmietion with him, as his command, with Roddey’s, num- 
b(Ted a little over 4,000. Rowett fell back and communicated with 
General Gresham, who hastened on to Pulaski to cover the railroad. 
There are numerous reports (uirrent among the people on the west of 
the rivia* about en(*ounters between Forrest’s command and our forces. 
It is certain that a disjiatch was received at Corinth Friday morning, 
when General Buford was in temporary command, that General Forrest 
was captured near Bolivar, with the larger part of a small force which 
he had with him, say 400 out of 000. Two men who represent themselves 
as conscripts under Forrest during the engagement, state the same thing. 
Different officers are said to have commanded our forces. Generally, 
it is said to have been Colonel Hurst, Second [Sixth] Tennessee Cav- 
ahy. There are rumors that a force from Memphis about the same time 
drove the rebel force from Corinth. This could not have happened. 
Friday I sent a scout across the river, who brings the same informa- 
tion, gathered from rebel sources, of the capture of Forrest. General 
Polk has had his headquarters at Demopolis ever since General Sher- 
man^s raid. The railroad, it is said, is running to Okolona, and parties 
are repairing it between Okolona and Corinth. You will have undoubt- 
edly heard from General Gresham by telegraph from Pulaski before 
receipt of this. 

Roddey has made no demonstration in this direction.

Present: 

General: 1 think you are satisfied that your troops cannot take 
Eocky Face Eidge, and also the attempt to put our columns into the jaws 
of Blizzard Eoost wnuld be fatal to us. Two plans of action suggest 
themselves : First. By night, to replace Schofield^s present command 
by Stoneman’s cavalry, wiiich should be near at hand, and to rapidly 
move your entire army, the men along the base of John’s Mountain, by 
the Mill Creek road to Snake Creek Gap, and join McPherson, whilst 
the wngons are moved to Yillanow\ When we are joined to McPherson 
to move from Sugar Valley on Eesaca, interposing ourselves between 
that place and Dalton. Could your ai*my and McPherson’s surely whip 
Joe Johnston ? Second. To cut loose from fche raili'oad altogether and 
move the whole army on the same objective point, leaving Johnston to 
choose his course. 

Give orders for all your troops to be ready with three days’ provisions 
and to be ])repared to march to-night. I expect to hear fi’om McPher- 
son and Schofield as to theii* situations, also as to the near approach of 
Stoiieman. He was at Charleston yesterday, and is apprised of the 
necessity for haste. Do you think any danger to McPherson should 
make us delay one day ? " Please give me the benefit of your opinion 
on these points.

It 
seems to me that youi* first plan of proposed operations is the best; but, 
inasmuch as Johnston w ill be comx)elled to hold a large part of his force 
in Buzzard Eoost Gap as long as it is threatened, Hooker’s corjps might 
be sent at once to re-enforce General McPherson, w^hilst General Pal- 
mer’s corps could be ])laced in reserve, to march at a moment’s notice, 
and Howard's (*or]^s ])laced in position to defend the gap and hold the 
enemy in check. In the mean time the depot could be withdrawn to 
Einggold, and to-morrow night General Schofield’s command take posi- 
tion in front of Einggold and in the gap, with General Stoneman’s cav- 
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airy covering its front, viiilst Palmefs and liowaKl^ corps cniilii inarc’, 
as you suggest by tlie main Mill Creek road lo Villanow, Gendina Tlicir 
wagons by the Trickum road, covering Their umvemenr witli Mt-rnok's 
cavalry, which can afterward occiijiy Villanow and i>hiir> Gap, and 
securing our communications with IMiiggold.

I immediately engaged my entire available force in the 
consti’uction of breast- works and in obstructing the approaches, and 
have my position now well protected. This morning they exhibit troops 
in considerable numbers immediately to the south of the gap, and they 
have been industriously signaling from a station established on the 
ridge about a quarter of a mile northward of the gap road. The pas- 
sage of the mountain is only a road leading over the summit, and, there 
being no gap, it is improperly designated as such. I am in communi- 
cation with General Kilpatrick and Colonel Eoss.

ITear I^ortJi Point of Rocky Face^ May 10, 1864 — 1^ m. 

Major-Geueral Sherman, 

Tunnel Hill: 

I made a demonstration on the enemy early this morning, and found 
him apparently in about the same force as last evening, certainly not 
stronger. I then commenced to withdraw my troops very slowdy and 
quietly. The movement is now nearly completed, and with entire suc- 
cess. "^Hy main force had been withdrawn about two hours before the 
enemy inad(‘ any effort to follow^, and only a small force has ai)x)eared 
in my front since that time. My troops are now^ moving into the new^ 
position indicated by Captain Poe, viz, covering the passes through 
Uo(*ky Face Eidge, near this place. I have established a line of pickets 
along the ridge connecting with General ^iTewtoii. McCook is operating 
ujxm my left and left front. He has encountered only a small force of 
i*ebel cavalry. There was considerable movement of the enemy in my 
front during the night. My scouts were divided in opinion as to its 
character. Pretended deserters from the enemy report a movement of 
tioops from Dalton to the works in my front during the night. I be- 
lieve they \vere sent by the enemy to tell me a lie. The enemy’s artil- 
lery was still in position and iffaying when we withdrew, and the 
skirmishing w^as (piite brisk during the early morning, yet I am of the 
opinion that some troops were withdrawn during the night. Our loss 
this morning* was very slight. My trains are in rear of Tunnel Hill 
Ga]). 1 am having rations issued, ammunition replenished, and will be 
n^ady to execute your orders at on<*e. Stoneman Avill reach Yarnell’s 
with only one of his brigades to-night. The other will be up to-morrow. 
I presume it will be desirable to give him instructions to-iiight after 
the results of this day are knowui. Will you please give me any orders 
you may have for him. If not otherwise ordered he will move directly 
to me.

1 have perhaps expressed my opinion more decidedly than is ju^nned 
by the short time I have had to <*onsider the ([iie^-iion. and my limited 
knowledge of some of the less important data upon which su('h an 
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opinion nnist 1)0 loiimled. Longer consideration or more accurate 
kn<)^vledge might cause me to (‘liange my views. At all events, what- 
ever the plan may be, 1 \yill oheerbilly do my utmost to execute my 
part of it. I take* it for granted you regard Chattanooga as impreg- 
nable against assault. My infantry is all here except one regiment at 
Eed Clay. Stoiieman’s Fii'st Brigade was at Cleveland at noon. The 
other is to be there to-morrow. This is the most definite report I have 
about it. The cavalry is coming forward as rapidly as practicable.

Commanding Division of the Mississippi : 

General ; 1 am compelled to ask that Brigadier-General Hovey be 
relieved from command of his division, and that you send me a good 
division commander, or authorize me to assign one of the brigade com- 
manders of another di\dsion to command General Hovey\s division. I 
do not feel at liberty to make this change myself, because I understand 
General Hovey was assigned by the General-in-Chief. General Hovey 
is utterly iuelficient and worthless as a division commander. 

The difficnlty seems to arise from some sort of mental disease. I do 
not dare to trust him in the handling of troops. He seems incapable 
of comprehending an order or of having any definite idea of what is 
transphing around him. I regret this necessity very much, for I have 
a very high personal esteem for General Hovey, and believe he is un- 
questionably a most gallant soldier.

Commanding Army of the Ohio: 

General : T shall attack Johnston through Snake Creek Gap. I 
will take your three infantry divisions along, but for the time will have 
to leave Stoneinan to guard the j)oint now occupied by you and to keep 
up a delusion as long as possible. I propose to leave Howard here so 
light and so familiar vith the ground that Johnston cannot strike him. 
I have made some orders accoidingly, and without attracting too much 
attention you may prepare to mox^e about the day after to-morrow by 
Villanow and the gap. It may be necessary to start in the night to avoid 
being seen. Get all your wagons in tlie best order possible, and send for 
Stoiiemaii to come over to see me. I want to give him some personal in- 
structions. 1 regret I cannot, under the circmnstances, relieve Hovey, 
because I know General Grant esteems him and gave him the promise of 
this division. He was pecailiarly noted in the affair at Champion’s Hill, 
and had quite a name as bi ig,idi<'i . I do not propose to keep any sup- 
plies here, but to send all that are not issued back to Einggold, and if 
the enemy are drawn here we will make short work of them at Dalton.

Charleston, Tenn.: 

Sie: Military movements during the next few days may expose yo 
to attack from this direction. Protect the raifroad bridge if possible 
at the same time do not expose your command to captoe. For thi 
purpose put a few brave men in each redoubt on the south side of th 
river and take vom- main force with your artillery to the north sid< 
placing the latter where it can sweep the faces of the works on th 
south side of the river. Guard the lords above Charleston as well ? 
practicable, and on the approach of danger take up your pontoo 
bridge. Defend the railroad bridge as long as possible, and if con 
pelled to retire, fall back to Loudon and aid in defending the bridge i 
that place. Take a copy of this letter and send the original to Brigs 
dier-General Ammeu. It is sent directly to you in order that you ma 
get it early. 

All is going well here, with fair prospects of complete success. Poini 
of minor importance must be temporarily exposed, but let all possib 
precautions be taken against unnecessary loss.

General : I have the honor to acknowledge tin* leceipt \oui di" 
patches of lb [.30 J a. m. to da} . Brigadiei-Gcneial Williams ha" lepoited 
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liis (Ii\isiou at the west end. of the gap, and I have directed him to 
leave one brigade there to guard the trains and to bring the other two 
thi'ongh to this side, posting one regiment on the crest of the mountain 
near the letter M” on the northeast side of the mountain. Brigadier- 
General Kilpatrick’s ea^'ahy is just arriving here, and Garrard will be 
in Yillanow to-night. Early this* morning I sent out my engineer offi- 
cers and selected a line which I think a good one, and have been forti- 
fying it all day. The work has not progressed as satisfactorily as I 
could have wished, for want of intrenching tools in sufficient quantity, 
though we get along very w^ell. If the enemy attack me, you may rest 
assured -we wdll give him the best fight we can and he will have to 
come in strong force to disturb us. We have been skirmishing more or 
less aH day "with rebel cavalry, and they have a line of vedettes extend- 
ing all around us except on the west, wmtching^ our movements and 
e^idently to make out our force. From some of the elevated points 
they can obtain a pretty good view\ Their skirmish hue, a very light 
one, easily driven back, and composed of cavalry, is about seven miles 
long. From what you say of the position at Buzzard Boost I think it 
is the place to attack them, and by throwing in here a large force we 
w^ould have the chances of a decided victory on our side. I feel satis- 
fied it* you could see the position of things here you would be of the 
same opinion. The road through Snake Creek Gap is good and about 
six miles long. After getting through the country is undulating and 
generally densely timbered.

Major-General McPherson, 

Commanding Army of the Tennessee: 

General : The Buzzard Boost Gap is so well defended and naturally 
is so strong that I will undertake to attack Johnston through Snake 
Creek Gap in this manner: Hooker’s corps is aheady ordered to sup- 
port you. His troops will arrive to-morrow and next day and will be 
instructed to widen and improve the road through the gap so that wagons 
may pass going and coming and troops may march by iiaths alongside. 
You had better do this at your end of the gap at once. Another corps 
of Thomas (Palmer’s) will follow, and then Schofield. We expect aU 
to be ill motion the day after to-morrow, and to mask the movement as 
much as possible, Howard will remain here with his cor])s and will keep 
up the feint to the last moment, and if forced back, wMl be prepared to 
do so, having sent back to liinggold in advance his suiiply w^agons and 
all incumbrances. He will liave a small division of cavalry to Avatch the 
road between this and ISnake [Creek] Ga]), the same Avhere Geary now 
is, and Stoneniaii, Avith two biigades of cavahy, to his north and east. 
This force Avill coA'er us to the noithj Garrard’s newly arrived cavalry 
will guard to the south and west, and w^e must take care of ourselves. 
Once through tlic gap I Avoiild interpose betAveen Johnston and Eesaca 
and might, if it could be done quick, attack Besaca or J olinston. In 
the mean time mask ycair owm force as much as jiossible, but hold your 
ground and look Avell t(» Ncciiie the mountain range to the east and north,

we will get all ready.

On receipt of tins older T at once stalled and maiclied ft‘om C'lifton 
to this place, a distance of ninety-live miles, in five dayi>. On the moin- 
ingof the 7th instant, A^llell twenty-eight miles from Pulaski, I leceived 
intelligence from the majoi of the SeA’eiitli Illiiiois ^Mounted Infantiy 
that Ids regiment had been drh^en from Floience, and that the enemy, 
5,000 strong, had crossed the Tennessee Eiver at Bainbridge. Think- 
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tilt* t*neiiiy would (Mi(U*avoi‘ to strike the road at Pulaski, or some 
Ixdwet*!! Pulaski and Deeatnr, I deteriniued to make the former 
j>Ia<‘(* that day, wlii(*h I did, liaving* sent one of my staff officers ahead 
to st*e to having ears then* on my arrival. That night I sent the Sev- 
entt*t‘iith Wisconsin to this ^dace, and the Fourteenth Illinois to Elk 
liiver bridge. Colonel Morton? commanding at Pulaski, seemed to 
think that ]»lae(* was threatened, and 1 remained there until 10 a. m. 
tin* Sth in.stant, and moved on To Elk Eiver bridge, fifteen miles from 
Pulaski. 

Shortly after leaving Pulaski a courier overtook me with a message 
from Colonel Morton, stating that Forrest, Wheeler, and Lee were con- 
centrating at liogersville. I Iiastened forward to the Elk Eiver bridge 
and selected a good position for defense, but no enemy came, and yes- 
terday I moved on to this jdace. 1 have no information, except what I 
have heard from officers along the line ot march, and don^t believe there 
is an (*n(*my in mii(*h force tliis side of the Tennessee Eiver. If Forrest 
had crossed with o,0<)0 men, or even less, we would have heard of him 
d<ang or undertaking to do something in less than four or five days. 

1 should have stated that on my arrival at Clifton I found an order 
froin (ien(*ral 3I(*Pherson to remain there, watching Forrest’s oper- 
ations, until relieved by another detachment from Cairo, and then move 
on and .join him, via Pnlaski and Huntsville. I was acting under that 
order until I received the other, of which I have given you a copy. 
General Force arrived at Clifton the next day after I left.

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directed General Palmer to marcli two miles northeasterly from the 
tlebouch of the intrenchmeuts, and then take an easterly eoiu-se until 
he strikes the railroad, covering his left flank and fr*ont\nth a strong 
line of skirmishers. Should the enemy be driven dovu the railroad 
Generals Palmer and Schofield will be directly in his rear, '\vlth General 
Hooker to support them, if necessary. In this situation of affairs the 
enemy must be completely cut off^ or compe]le<l to retreat by the vari- 
ous fords southeast of Dalton, across the ('oimesaiiga, in wliieh latter 
event, if General McPherson will merely threaten Eesaca with the 
head of his column, and for(*e a i)assage across the Oostenaula at Lay's 
Ferry, and take up a sti'ong position on the hills bordering the railroad 
southeast of Lay’s Perry, Johnston will be compelled to retreat through 
the mountains to Allatoona, which will be exceedingly difficult, if he 
succeeds in accomplishing it at all.

General : Of the defenses and garrisons on the railroads I beg leave 
to report as follows: The defenses on the Nashville and Chattanooga 
Eailroad are about completed, and manned as directed by instructions 
on that subject from department headquarters, with some exeeptions to 
be stated. Block-houses at Stevenson are unfinished; in fact scarcely 
begun. Timbers are being gotten out by Colonel Lyon, Thirteenth Wis- 
consin Volunteers, who is doing what "he can (but slowly) to complete 
the work; his force is small but will be at once increased. The force 
at Du(‘k and Elk Eivers is larger than directed by instructions, there 
being at the former 200 men and one i)iece of artillery, and at the latter 
about 200 men. I liave ordered tiro pieces of the redundant artillery here 
to that i)oint, and two sergeants of artillery to drill the infantry and 
then return. As to the condition of the roads au<l the troops garrison- 
ing them 1 call attention to tlie reports-^ of ('aptaiii Williams and Lieu- 
tenant Willett, of my .^taff, acc()m[)anying this report. When the works 
at kStevbnson shall be finished. I am of opinion every garrisi^n on the 
road between Naslnille and Lookout Creek will be able to defend itself 
tiU aid can reach it. Water-tanks have been furiii.slied all the block- 
houses on that road and on the Tennessee and .Alabama Eailroad to L,Min- 
ville, to which ])oint General ^Sherman verbally directed me to take 
(•(jiitrol. The garrisons have 200 rounds per man of ammunition, and 
are ordered to kinq) five days’ rati(mN on hand. Other stej^, I need not 
name, have been taken to ^ecnre ellieiency, among which 1 greatly rely 
on constant ins])ections. Agaiimt guerrillas and small bodies of cav- 
alry these block-houses are impregnable. A large force could not take 
them without artillery, but the railroad Ixdweeii them (*annot be i>re- 
served without a sufhcient mounted force to destroy the roving bands 
of the enemy. Ot* late they Iiave fired into the trains and broken ui) the 
road at night in one or two i)laces; i)atrolling will in a measure i')revent 
this, but not entirely, as the guerrillas may lie in wait and shoot the 
l)atrols, or permitting them to go by, tear uj> the r()a<l behind them.

Sueli force stationed at Pulaski would 
still be within striking distance of Xasliville, and tlieii* presence and 
operaticMis tliere vouhl more than repay the additional transportation 
ne(*essary to give tht*m siip]>lies. In two or three days horses enough 
(helouging to all thos(* regiments) to mount one regiment and a half 
will he ]un«‘, juarehing froin Louisville. On their arrival here these 
horses will bt* tak(*n from the several regiments and used incompletely 
mount ing one regiment and a half. When that is done, I respectfully 
ask Ieav(* to semi tlirei* regiments, including these mounted, to Pulaski, 
into canij) of instruction there.

General: I have to state that yesterday about h.3o a. m.. and soon 
after I had reliev(‘d McCook’s picket.s and taken u]) a ]>ositi()n on Xew- 
ton’s left and ad\'ance, the enemy’s <*avalry attacked my Line from Var- 
nell’s Station all along south, Jiaving ])rcviously driven in my outposts 
on the Dalton and Cleveland i>ike. My first line, extending tiom Var- 
nell’s Station along the ridge west of the railroad- held their position 
until 2.oh p. in., when the left was driven in by a large force of infantry, 
which got ])Ossession of the road leading to Lee’s and Einggold. Gen- 
eral Xewton having refused his left and taken up a new position about 
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OIK* mile and a half to my rear and having' repulsed the attack of the 
enemy ou my main force, I received information from Generals Howard 
and Xewtoii, through the signal station, that led to the supposition that 
th(* (Uieiny was making for liinggold. I sent one regiment to that point, 
thr(*e to Tunnel Hill Gap on the Varnelfs Station and Einggold road, 
and moved with the other two back to a position on Newton^s left, and 
in this position dark found us. During the night I pushed one of the 
regiments at Tunnel Hill Ga]> out to Varnelfs Station. At daylight 
this morning, having re('eive<l in forma tiou from General Howard that 
it was supposed the (uieiny had evacuated, I started the force with me 
along the railroad toward Dalton; the force at Tunnel Hill Gap via 
Varnelf s Station and lied Blult', to cover the country in the direction of 
Spring liace and Holly Creek.

Our last date from Oeneral Grant is 
0.30 o’clock last evening. The enemy had fallen back about four miles, 
and was holding a position that had not yet been attacked. After 
eight days’ hard fighting oiu* troops required rest. General Butler is 
operating efficiently against Fort Darling, and had at 10 tliis morning 
achieved considerable succ'ess. An unofficial report states that Gen- 
eral Crook had destroyed the Xew Eiver bridge on the Lynchlmrg rail- 
road and a large amount of supplies, and that Sheridan had destroyed 
Lee’s depot at Beaver Dam and broken the Gordonsville railroad. Your 
dispatches are promi3tly forwarded to General Grant, and the Auctorious 
shout of yoiu' army strengthens the hearts of the Army of the Potomac. 
We are sending forward re-enforcements to Grant.

Gener^cl : After i>'aining*]>ossession of the other l)ank and <i’ettin‘X two 
brigades into position, Jadtson's l^rigaih*. of Walker's division, Hardee's 
corps, assaulted in line of battle and drove oiir men toward the river till 
thebatteries in ])osition on this side opened withsuch execution as to send 
them back, folio w'ed by our nieii, caidiuing and killing quite a number. 
This assault ])i*oved advantageous to us in tw'o ways: one, it gave us 
command of a better t)osition, and another, it so demoralized the enemy 
as to deter him from attempting the same thing again. We are now in 
possession of a ridge about half a mile ti*om the bridges, which, w hen 
properly fortitied, v liicli will be done to-night, will resist a large force. 
1 have been over the ground and think the ]>ositiou (juite strong. We 
found forty dead rebels on the held ; w^e lost about KH) killed and 
wounded. The ])risoners captured belong respec'tively to the Fifth, 
Sixty-lifth, and Forty-seventh, and Eighth Georgia j^Eattalioiij Intantry, 
and Fifth Mi ssisvsi])]u rnfantry. The di\ision embraces Mercer's, Jack- 
son's, fcJtevens’.aml Gist’s brigades, each about 1,200 strong, rw’o batteries 
of foiii* guns ea(‘h. The division has been employed in ])atrolling the 
raili'oad Ixdw'ceti Resaiai and Calhoun, and arrived here about 11 a. m. 
to-day under orders from Hardee. 1 further learned that ForreM was 
expected at Calhoun la>t night. Martin'> diviMon of (*avalry, w'ith one 
battery, has been here all the time we have, but our artillery huic 
them so as to compel them to leave \ii>t night. 1 have not yet heard 
fi’om the cavahy force 1 sent down towurd Rome. Will use them to 
protect the flanks and remain here to-night. We are (pute anxious to 
hear of Thomas’ effort. By the way, the prisoners said (me of our 
shells (from Mcriierson’s front, I think) stiuck one of the rebel regi 
ments passing over the biadge at Itesaca. yesterday, at a double-quick, 
and killed and hurt inaiix . This bridge is near the railroad bridge.

eonsistent, the railroad btdweeii Kingston and Allatoona: if not theie. 
Ixuw’een Allatoona and Atlanta, and if not there, IxUweeii Atlanta and 
Angu.sta, after whieh they are to take care (d* themselves. With the 
remainder of my force 1 am now moving towTiid Fairmount u[> the 
north bank of the Saleiiini Creek, and will act according to circum- 
stances. My movements will have to depend upcjii whtuher or not we 
can live on the country. I think we can in the valley of the Saleqiia 
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CiviAi. 1 as yet have btnai iiiiabk^ to find a sin ole ^ukle to be depended 
n}K)u, and I iiavt* not seen a neo-ro man able to travel. The ford at 
this ])<)int is not de(*p, tliou^ii ([uito rapid and ^vith steep banks, and 
has not been used for several years to any extent. On the loth, of the 
three britl^es across the Connesanga Eiver, we only succeeded in gain- 
ing ]>()ssessi()n of the lowtn' one at Fib^’s Ferry, from which they soon 
drove us oil'. At the next ford above, where they had a hospital 
de])ot, they •N\er(‘ prepared for ins, and we only succeeded in burning 
V2 wagons, loaded with stores, and (*apturing 45 or 5Q animals. The 
lield in which the depot was lo(*ated was in a bottoin covered with 
dense undergrowth, and within range of a battery of artillery, which 
they played n])on us. I lost my compass yesterday. Can your topo- 
graphical otticer send me by bearer of this also a map of the country 
south and east of Dallas.

I want yon to-morrow night to strike the en- 
emy in flank between Cassville and Cartersville or Etowah bridge (rail- 
road). A small section of the road should be broken, enough to take a 
(‘ouple of days to ineiul. It is also important that you should measure 
your fighting qualities with the enemy’s cavalry about Cassville. I am 
sure you can beat them, but it should be done suddenly so as to produce 
a salutary effect and be of moral force to you in after operations. If you 
need it General Schotield will give you McCook’s (Rivalry, but whatever 
is done should be done to-morrow.

1 (‘(uninunicated with the head of Schotiehl’s 
column at Lov(‘\s J>ridg(^ first driving a(‘ross the enemy’s pickets, and 
tluni liad to Ixnu* olf from the river and sti'ike the Tennessee road and 
coiia* here. We (‘aptured some of the pickets here, between here and 
Pine Log Post-Otl1c(‘, and .some at that iioint. 1 \vas under the impre.s- 
sion that McCook was operating on JSehofiekPs left. There was a courier 
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line rum li 11 throu»’’h this ]ioint lu-rix.-s tin* iiiouiirain.s. Tin* ('uiintry 
hack from tin* (*r(*(*k is c(»vt*iv(l v itli a deii.st* rliicket. ami on tin* civek the 
hottoms art* crossed by miry places. It would havt* been ex<‘e(*diii<;Iy 
diHicult to have broualit artillery over Mime t»t* tin* places. Dark over- 
took us with my adv'aiice at Pine Lo<i' Post-Odice, intending to ‘^o in the 
dm*ctiou of Cassville. I shall to-morrow moriiiuj»\ in accordance with 
your directions, move toward the point you indicate and make a junt'tion 
with Schotield and tiiid out where M<*C<iok is. and what he i> doin,i»‘. We 
expected, fL’om what we can learn, to meet the enemy's cavalry betwe(*n 
here and ('ass^ille, i)<*ople and prisoners say, in largt* force. This very 
likely, as Johnston now has but little use for cavalry west of tin* rail- 
road and the Etowah Piver. The whole country is covered with small 
imrties of the enemy, which take to the thickets and mountains when 
they are chased, and as they know all the jiaths and by-ways generally 
escajH*. We o\’erhaulcd a few, however, to-day. We secured enou^*h 
fora^i'e to-day for the whole command, but this necessarily delays us 
iiomewliat. We can keep in ‘>*ood condition if we do not work too hard.

Ten minutes sufficed to drive the 
enemy back into his works. The works looked so strong that I thought 
it impndent to storm them hastily, and ordered my troops to hold the 
positions gained, clos(^ n]> umhu* their rifie ])its. A heavy skirmivsli 
fight soon brought night. This morning, after the dense fog rose, I 
ordered the skirmishers to attack the works, but no one was found. 
The bridges ai-ross the Oostenaula and Ebnvah were set on fire just be- 
fore daylight. The cmemy is only seen this morning in their works on 
the south bank of the (’oosa. These works command all the other 
works around Fome, but a few shells thrown this morning caused the 
enemy to leave them, and I think they are in full retreat. My loss is 
not quite 150 offi<*ers and men. The enemy’s is greater by considerable 
than ours; his dead left on the field is reported double ours. My troops 
are much fatigiu^d and must rest to-day. By to-morrow I shall bridge . 
the Oostenaula and march to join thecoi*i)s as directed. Pleaseaskthe 
general commanding, however, to send a pontoon Inidge here at once; 
it will be very important for future^ oi)erations in this vicinity. It will 
])rove almost indispensable. I have but four days’ rations, and will be 
out probably by the time I can join the ('orps. By crossing here I will 
save at least forty miles marching.

Your dispatch, directing me to ^^prevss down to the road leading from 
<hiss^ille to Cartersville,” was received some time after dark. The 
hour is not stated in th(‘ date of the dispatch, but I i)resiime yon ex- 
pected your wishes could be carried out to-day. I have been working 
nil the afternoon trying to carry out your order of this a. ni., directing 
me to put my head of column at Cassville Depot, with my line facing 
east. I have so far found it impossible to reach the point indicated, 
becaiLse of the troops in my front and on all roads leading in that direc- 
tion. I have been in doubt whether that order was not l)ase(l u])()n a 
misunderstanding of my position this morning, and fear sonn* one or 
more of your dispatches has failed to reach me, or of mine to reach 
you. Your dispatch of the 17th directed me, in tlie absence of further 
instructions, to continue my march toward Kingston, closing on Hooker, 
which I could do only by striking in rear of liis left. The change of 
front this morning still left me in rear, Avith no (‘haiice to get in front of 
his left, nor to reach Cassville Depot, Avithout ])assing his columns. 
This he had no instructions to permit me to do. Had I niOATd this 
morning directly on Cassville, instead of toward Kingston, 1 would 
have been in position to do exactly Avhat Avas ordered in either of your 
dispatches of to-day. Hence, I ax^prehend that you may liaA'’e sent me an 
order to move toward CassAulle instead of toward Kingston this morn- 
ing, as you Avarned me on the 17th you might do. As I received no 
such order, 1 of course moA^ed toAvard Kiiigston.

General: Inclosed please find statement of the number of troops 
belonging to the Army of the Tennessee guarding line of railroad, via 
Stevenson and Decatur, to Columbia. The colored troops vill remain 
on the road, also the Kinth Ohio C^avalry, a grecm regiment but well 
officered. I have directed the Seventh Illinois Mounted Eegimontof 
Lifantry now patrolling the river from opposite Eastport to Di^catur 
to be dismounted and their horses turned over to the Ninth Oliio Cav- 
alry and First Alabama Cavalry to mount the dismounted men of these 
two regiments. The Seventh Illinois will then come forward and join 
its brigude now in the field. The remaining trooi)s aauI] not leave their 
present stations until relieved by troojjs from your command. A gar- 
rison of 2,500 men at Decatur I consider amply sufficient, so long as we 
keep the enemy actively occupied in this section.

Genep.al : I have two bridges now established a(*ross the OostenauJa 
and one brigade, with its baggage, encamped outside of the town on 
the Kingston roa<b The other two brigades are still on the north bank 
of the river, occupying the fortihcations. According to iny instructions 
I should now be marching to join the cor 2 )s, but this would leave this 
2 )lace by noon to-day again in iiossession of the enemy, who are still 
picketing with one or two brigades of cavalry the south bank of the 
Etowah and Coosa. The pickets still skirmish across the river occa- 
sionally. 1 tind the quantity of stores ca])tiired by us is much greater 
than at tirst thought. 1 can su])])ly my command here for at least two 
weeks u])on them; TOO sacks of salt in one lot fell into our hands 
belonging to the vState of Alabama; considerable commissary and quar- 
termaster stores and some ammunition of different kinds." The iron 
works, whi('h are very valuable, were not destroyed as tirst reported. 
The enemy tried to de.stroy them but failed. 1 do not think the general 
commanding desires to evacuate this place, leaving all these forti heath ms 
and stores subji^ct to fall into the liands of the enemy. I have, therefon^, 
thought it my duty to make a fuller report on the subject and await a 
re] >ly before nioviiig. If the corps is not likely to advance for a few 
days, I .shouhl like to remain that length of time, but in no event do 1 
desire to be h‘ft longer, and I ho])c the general commanding will not 
de.signarc m\ ti() 0 ])s for tliis duty.

Ge:xee-VL: My iustriictioiis for you to move tOTvarcl Cass'pille Depot 
were based on iny theory or supposition that after reaehiug* the “divide'’ 
on Gravelly Idateau, roads would divide naturally, one set leading to 
Kingston and one to Cassville Depot. Knowing that Hooker would take 
one toward Kingston, I wanted you to take one toward Cassville, with 
some rapidity of inovenumt, to inerease the ehanees of interiiosing be- 
tween Etowah bridge and the enemy’s falling back before Thomas’ head 
of eoliimn. Yesterday I was very anxious that Stoneman or yourself 
should reach the rcaid fi‘om Kingston to Etowah, for 1 saw by the sin- 
gular maneuvering of the enemy and tln^ confusion of his wagon trains, 
how uneasy lu^ was to ]>revent our capturing a part of his forces. Had 
10,000 men reached the railroad anytime aftm* 10 a. m. of yesterday, we 
should have had a signal success; wdiereas now Johnston will encour- 
age his men by his skillfully saving his army and baggage in the face 
of such odds. 1 know the difficulties of the roads and country, and 
merely mean to explain what 1 aimed to ac(‘ompliah. I did ex])ect to 
catch a part of the army retreating before us, but I take it for granted 
that is now impossible, and therefore wish simply to -be assured that he 
has crossed the Etowali, and that he there awaits our attack through 
the difficult pass at Allatoona. 1 do not i)ropose to follow him through 
that pass, but rather to turn south from here, leaving Allatoona to the 
north and east. I wish, therefore, that to-day, the 20th, you move so as 
to strike tlie railroad east of (’assville, and then tiu'ii east and push the 
enemy past Cartersville and across Etowah, or Hightower, bridge. I left 
Thomas’ head of (‘oliunn at dark on the skirts of the village of C'ass- 
ville; he is ordered to support yoiu* attack. 1 have no doubt that the 
ground is very difficult between Cassville and the bridge, and that you 
can alone push back any force of the enemy remaining this side of the 
bridge; still you may call on Thomas and Stoneman of course for suj)- 
port. I will have the cars into Kiugvston and Cassville to-day; shall 
replenish wagons and then on.

On our approaching this point I found all the avenues of ap]>roach 
through the thick bni^li and thnaigh the narrow >tri]) of cleared laud

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('onld liiiil <n‘ iM‘ar of Imf littlo ravalry. From what citizens tell me 
1 am led to t)eli(*ve tliat their main cavalry force is, consisting of 
Wheeler's, increased by Lee’s, concentrated on th(‘ Tennessee road; 
some say at or in tli(‘ vi(*inity of liowland Springs, citizens say, with 
vi<‘W of cutting your (*oinmnni(‘ations. We succeeded yesterday in 
driving in all th(^ outx)OwSts to (htssville, when the infantry came up, and 
dark came on. One great difficulty I have to contend against is the 
utter iiu'ompeteucy of subordinate officers. I have to post and put in 
every regiment myself and send out every party. I know that my 
movements ap])ear tardy, but T (‘an’t hel]) it; it is next to impossible to 
get up a trot even on the held. £ called u])on the regimental command- 
ers night before last for a rei)ort, giving the number of horses able to 
make a vigorous jiight push, and the sum total out of the command 
was I (-an draw up in line of battle about 2,o00 men, and you 

may rest assured that if I get a fair chance 1 shall ]nit tliem in and do 
the best 1 can with them. This [ liad intended to do on the Tennessee 
road, wliich is comparatively oi)en country. McCook, with a much 
stronger and older force than mine, is withdrawn from the flank to the 
(*entei*. I don't say this in any spirit of com]>laint; I will take what is 
given me, and do the best I can with it, bothfor my own sake and that 
of the seiA'ice. Xo one, not even yourself, has been more anxious to 
strike the railroad than I have. We haven’t seen our pack train for four 
days, and have been Ihing on bacon and parched corn. I expected to 
have made a junction Avith Schofield yesterday morning, but did not 
until dark. The enemy left Cassville at 1 a. m., and by this time are 
a(*ross the Etowah bridge. W e skirmished with them on the left until 
after 0 in the evening; but the bushes being so thick, it was impossible 
to do much. Your note of the 18th was received this a. m.

V. The ration will be for troops, one pound of bread, flour, or meal, 
beef on the hoof, two days’ allowance of bacon per week, and sugar, cof- 
fee, and salt; four pounds of grain will be allowed each animal and no 
more. All else must be gathered in the country. Brigade quarter- 
masters and commissaries will be instructed to forage and graze, but in- 
discriminate plunder must not be allowed.

Inasmuch as an imi)ression is afloat that the commanding general has 
prohibited the mails to and from the army, he takes this method of 
assuring all otfl(‘ers and men that, on the contrary, he encourages them 
by all his influen(*(‘ and authority to kee]> up the most unreserved 
correspondence with their families and friends wherever they may be. 
Army, corps, and division commanders should perfect their arrange- 
ments to receive and transmit mails, and all chaplains, staff officers, 
and captains of companies should assist the soldiers in conmiunicating 
with their families. Vliat the commanding general does discourage is

Koman’s Landing at 7.30 a. m., passed Gunter’s Landing at 9 a. m., 
Fort Deposit 9.30; landed at Whitesburg 11.30 a. ]n.; found that the 
troops stationed at this place had moved to Huntsville. Doctor Logan 
(citizen) reported that Lee, Forrest, and Boddey had concentrated and 
CT<»ssed the river above Florence, so the rebel pickets across the river 
had informed him. lie re])orted further that tiring was heard yester- 
day afternoon (17tli instant) near Huntsville, and that Colonel Mead’s 
forces (rebel) were at Winchester. A lady from Huntsville reported 
she had seen jMadison smoking the afternoon before. Got under 
way at 12 m. ; i)assed Triana 1 ]>. iii. As we passed Fletcher’s Ferry 
at 1.30 p. in. the enemy opened lire on us from a O-pounder gun. 
Only fme shot struck the boat, killing 1 man of my command; we 
returned the file. The enemy ceased tiring after four shots; arrived 
at Decatur at 3 j). m. . Supposing they would attempt to cross at night, 
I went back and shelled the place, drawing no reply. Turned back; 
wooded on our way down; ai rived at Decatur at 11 p. in. May 19, took 
aboard four com])anies of the Twenty-tifth Indiana Infantry, and got 
under way at 8 a. m.; nm up about six miles and set a force ashore 
on ])oth sides; steamed slowly up to Fletcher’s Ferry; shelled the place, 
draAving no reply. Landed, wooded, and destroyed ten large ferry- 
boats; took Mr. Ivogers aboard, who re])orted rebel battery about two 
miles up the rivei*. At 1 p. m. took aboard all the infantry, and landed 
them on the north side. Steamed up and were opened upon by three guns 
with a cross-tir(\ having passed one. We immediately opened and en- 
gaged them. Finding their guns were oi‘ the same caliber and range 
of my own, I dropped down out of rang(‘. One of the rebel guns was 
silencc^l. Tin* force of the enemy Avas under command of Ihitterson 
and Lee, and said to be 500 strong. We dropped below and took on 
bc»ard the infantry and returned to Decatur, where we arrived at 9 p. m. 
May 20, under \y<\y at 12 m.; vsteamed up the river, shelling the bank 
in vicinity of Fletcher’s and Cotaco Creek, with no response; passed on 
up. Made Whitesburg at 4.30 ]>. m. Flags of truce passing at this 
point when we aiTi\'ed, it having been reoccupied by our forces. Stopped 
a few moments, and ran u]) the chute opiiosite the island; wooded and 
laid till 7.30 p. ni., Avheii I re(*eived orders from General Smith, through

General: General Barry and General Corse, of General Sherman’s 
staff, visited this place yesterday and made a thorough inspection, the 
result of which I have no doubt they have before this reported. Since 
yesterday ever>1:hing has been quieff on my front until this morning. 
While attempting to throw Morgan’s brigade across the river the ene- 
my’s pickets were encountered a short distance beyond the opposite 
bank, but were soon diiven back by the Tenth Illinois Eegiment. They 
fell back on the Tan Wert road where their main cavalry force is at 
present camped. Their camp-fires can be seen from six to seven miles 
fr‘om this place on this road. 1 have gotten several deserters and citi- 
zens who came fr-om their camps to-day. Their reports vary, but all 
agi'ee that there is a considerable force of cavalry between here and 
Yan Wert, watching our movements. In a few minutes Morgan’s entire 
brigade will be across the river. This place is then secure. I cannot 
catch their cavalry without cavalry, but will try and carry out the gen-

Major-General Schofield : 

GENEEiiL: Colonel EeiUy left at 2 o’clock this morning for the iron- 
works, &c., with three regiments and a section of artillery. He has 
reached a point on the river about four miles from here, and about one 
and a half or two miles below the iron-works. Erom there he reports 
the road running directly along the river-bank without any shelter for 
men, the enemy occupying the oppo.sitc side in no great forc<‘, but suf- 
ficiently to expose us to severe loss in filing up the road. The hills on 
this side are cliffy and precipitous, and after several efforts, Colonel 
Reilly thinks it impracticable to move his men over the cliffs and up 
the river in that way. He learns that there is another road called the 
Rowland Spring road, which vill lead directly to the iron-works, 
and which his guide did not think to take because the distance is 
longer, being some eight miles. He now suggests that some 300 to 
500 cavalry be immediately sent by this road to destroy the iron- 
works, while he assists by such demonstration as he can make from his 
present position. He sends a guide who can lead them direct. I 
Avould order him to make the detour from where he is, but he reports 
that he woidd have to go as far a.s the whole distance from here and 
his men are already fatigued with a very rough march aud the efforts 
to get over the cliffs. There is no con.siderable force of the enemy on 
this side the river above, but they watch all the dehouclm of roads 
and raiines from the opposite side, which is less cliffv and <-overed with 
bushes aud timber. If the cavalry cannot be sent, I propose to have 
Reilly wail till night and make the effort to go by the road then, 
though he will have the disadvantage of a nearly full moon. A small 
force of the enemy maintains a picket aud line of skirmishers near the 
raih'oad bridge ivliich was burned, the level open country along the river 
there on this side keeping them perfectly under the protection of the 
.infantry and aifillery across the river. 1 have not thought it worth 
while losing men to drive them entirely away, as we could not stay at 
. the river-bank.

At your suggestion I will address a few words to the Governors 
named, merely asking them to cover our communications while we are 
in the heart oi* Georgia. T want every man in the service of the United 
States in niy command to be doing something now.

This moral result must precede all mere 
advantages of strategic movements, and this is Avhat Grant is doing. 
Out here the enemy knows we can and will fight like tlie devil; there- 
fore he maneuvers for advantage of ground.

The expeditions to destroy the Etowah iron- works and the Confederate 
flour mills were entirely successful, and report the complete destruction 
of both estahhshmeiits; the former by two regiments, Second Brigade, 
under Colonel Casement j the latter by three regiments, First Brigade, 
under Colonel Eeilly. 

The flour mills were said to contain over 2,000 bushels of corn, which 
we had no means of bringing away. The cavahy ordered to report to 
assist did not come, except a squad of thirty-five men. The detachment 
of First Brigade returned about 9 p. m.^ that of Second Brigade about 
midnight. The lateness of their return wflll delay movement this morn- 
ing perhaps an hoiH. The Euhaiiee road from this place is the one 
which appears from the map and from such information as I can get 
here to lead by Etowah Cliffs, and is the one I am about to take.

General : Captain Audenried is here with your note.* Your posi- 
tion was exactly right on the theory that Thomas was to move straight 
on Dallas ; but the enemy has taken position at a point on the road 
toward Marietta, three miles out from the town, and he burned the 
bridge leading to Dallas, but we saved one about one mile and a half 
lower down on a road that crosses over to the point named. I will 
make a sketch with thivS. We attacked him about 4.30 p. m., and had 
a pretty hard fight with two of Hooker’s divisions. To-morrow early 
will renew the fight it the enemy has not disai^peared in the night. 
Howard is now^ moving ii]) on HookePs left, and Schofield is near 
enough to extend still more to the loft. I wish you to move into Dal- 
las, and then along tlie Marietta road till you hit the left fiank. Use 
your artillery freely after you have developed his position. We are in 
dense woods, and see but little, but infer the enemy is behind hastily- 
constructed log barriers. 1 don’t believe there is an:^i:hing more than 
Hood's corps, but still Johnston may have his whole army, and we 
should act on that hypothcvsis. Try and communicate with me early. 
1 will be near the battle-field along the road w^e are traveling. If Davis 
comes to Dallas use him as a reserve or send him to Palmer, who is at 
the bridge over Pumpkin Vine in rear of our position.

Geneeal: 1 have reached here and reported to General Sherman, 
who has directed that our men get breakfast, and then that we cut a 
road from Owen’s Mill, on Pumpkin Vine Creek, near the bridge, to 
Hooker’s left, running it nearly due east and parallel to the road 
Hooker and Howard moved out on, and about a mile distant. From 
where we are, about a mile aud a half fi?om the bridge, a road runs 
north which is supposed to be the one Butterfield came in on. We pro- 
pose to move to the left on this about a mile, and then commence cut- 
ting in both directions. We have very few axes — ^i)robably not twenty 
in both divisions. Cannot the Engineer Battalion come forward Avith 
the necessary tools to liuriy the work ?

Stoiieman I think is some 
l)lace on my right; my line is formed on the Marietta road, facing due 
southeast. I shall hold tliis road as long as I can, and not be controlled 
in my movements by the movements of our infantry. I believe the gen- 
eral commanding does not ai)preciate the importance of it, with all their 
cavalry in front. If this road is left open or they force a passage 
through my lines, as they are now attempting to do, they will have un- 
interrupted access to all our trains, hospitals, and the rear of our whole 
infantry line*. When we get through witli this skirmish I will send you 
the result. Colonel Brownlow sent word to General King that they were 
pressmg our line pretty hard ; he replied that we could expect no infantry 
re-enforcements in any emergency. I hope there may be no necessity for 
asking any. Should there be, I will transmit my request through the 
proper channels, in order that, as at Dandridge, I may receive them 
after the need has passed. Privately, this thing of covering the flank 
of the infantry seems to be a one-sided affair; if they are attacked 
I am to pitch in, wliile, if I was attacked by a superior force I can ex- 
pect no assistance.

Cause 
good roads to be opened back to where Hovey is, and have Stoneman 
to act ill concert vith McCook in keeping open these roads, and to 
guard the Acworth road, which I take to be the one that crossi‘s the 
creek at the saw-mill and joins another road coming from the old i*ot- 
toii-gin iiast a small cabin, and ])asses a short distan(*e oast of the saw- 
mill. I want your wing to connect back with JJurnt Hickory, and not 
to use the road which Thomas has back to the bridge across Ihimiikiu 
Vine, by which you crossed it in ])erson.

Yesterday v^e pressed oiu^ lines up in close contact mtli tEe enemy, 
who lias covered his whole front with breast- works of timber and eartli. 
With the intention of working to my left, toward the railroad, east of 
Allatoona, I ordered General McPherson, who is in advance of Dallas 
and forms my right, to send his trains to a point on Pumpkin Vine 
Creek about tour miles north of his present position, and to withdiuw 
his army and take Thomas’ present position, while all of General Thomas’ 
and General Schofield’s armies will be moved farther to the east, work- 
ing around the enemy to the left. The enemy, who had observed the 
movement of the trains from his higher iiosition, massed against Gen- 
eral McPherson and attacked him at 4.30 p. in. yesterday, but was re- 
])ulsed with great slaughter and at little cost to us. The enemy fled 
back to his breast-works on the ridge, leading in our hands his dead and 
Avounded. Loss, 2,500 and about 300 xirisoners. General McPherson’s 
men being coA^red by log brea.st-works, like our old Corinth lines, were 
eomparati vely unhurt, lii^ loss being not oA^er 300 in all. I giA^e him to-day 
(Sunday) to gather in the wounded and bury the dead of both sides, 
and tonight and to-nioriow will endeaAor to gain groinul to our left 
three (w four miles, (xcneral Blau is now sup]>ose(l to be near Rome.

General : I have just returned from the lines, oomniencing’ at Brown’s 
Mill and extending to McCook’s headquarters on tlie Burnt Hickory 
and Marietta road. As far as I can ascertain from personal observa 
tion, and fi^om the reports of officers, we have decidedly the advantage 
of the enemy in aitillery positions on either side of Pettit’s (Jieek. One 
on the south side of Pettit’s Creek near Pettit’s Mill, and two on the 
north side nearly on a line north and south 3&*oin the first-named hill; 
all three within good cannon-range of the Dallas and Acworth road, 
and from which a concentrated fire can be had on the point wffiich is 
considered the extreme right of the enemy’s intrenehments (namely 
Leverett’s house). On the north side of Pettit’s Creek in an easteily 
direction the country is comparatively open as far as 1 could see, and 
can be ea si ly passed over by infantry and artillery. 1 1 is my opinion th at 
a strong flank movement on that road will be perfectly successfril. To 
reach the hills above alluded to the troops will have to march a distance 
of five or six miles, one-halt* the way over a common road, which will cause 
some delay. For that reason 1 would suggest that the troops take up 
their position late in the afternoon of the day previous to the attack on 
the Acworth road, rather than to attempt to accomplish the whole thing 
in one day. The route is entirely concealed from the sight of the enemy 
as the 1 oad is covered all the way by hills and woods.

E\^ery time he at- 
tempted to withdraAV, (U\ision by division, the enemy attacked his 
whole line, as also points of our main line. It may be on the theory tliat 
we wanted to draw oft* altogether. Tln\se assaults were made in the 
night, and were all repulsed with comiiaratively small loss to us, but 
setimingly heavy to the enemy. If we can induce the enemy to attack 
us, it is to oiu* advantage. l)o not expecd us to make much ])rogress 
toAvard the Chattahoochee till General Blair comes up and moves into 
Allatoona Pass. If General Banks and Admiral Porter are all out of 
Bed Eiver, instead of acting otfensively on West Louisiana, I advise 
that the same coinniand that G-eneral A. J. Smith took with him (re- 
enforced by 2,000 or 3,000 from Memi)his and Vicksburg) be sent to Ihis- 
cagoula to act against Moliile, in concert with Admiral Farragut, accord- 
ing to the original plan of the campaign. If this is feasible, I wish the 
onltu's to go direct from the General-in-(iiief to Geueial A. J. Smith, 
giving him authority to make a]> his command to 10,000 at Vi<*ksburg 
and Memphis, and at onc(‘ ])io(*(‘(‘d, via Poiuiiarti ain, to Pascagoula. 
1 know that all of Polk's army, and all the garris(nis of Ala]>aina and 
Florida, ar(‘ w ith flohiiston, as w liav v ])risoneis w ho hav bt^mi for tw o 
years on local duties in tliosi^ Stat(‘N, a^ well as from theii active divis- 
ions, v iz, Loiiiig’s, FKmch’s, and IManiv’s. The mov<‘m(mt of Gemaul 
Gi’ant on Ilanovia* romt IIous(‘ apjKMis t<» nu* a<ImiiabU‘, «iiid it vsiuans 
tojne GmuMal Giant c<iii loic(‘ Ijci* to.ittack him in ])osition, oi to move 
away tow aid Goidons\illc and Lvuchbuig.

General: General McPherson made several attempts to draw off 
]iis troops, blit as often was assaulted, so as to put him on the defensive. 
It is utterly impossible that our enemy can hold all his line in stren^> th, 
and we must work to the left. There is no absolute necessity for undue 
liaste as time will soon give us the advantage of General Blair’s troox)s. 
I will go in person to Dallas, and after inspecting the ground, will begin 
the movement, and see if the enemy will attempt to sally and then Judge 
whether we had not better draw him on and fight him. We must not 
remain on the defensive. Therefore, in this connection 1 wish you to 
have your troops well disposed, the skirmishers well out, the lines full, 
and tiie reserves well disposed to be removed. Judge of the best iioint 
or points to assault in case that you hear us more than usually engaged 
at Dallas. I will bring Davis and McPherson up, if possible, to-day, so 
that your command may oceui)y all the front, embracing the several 
Allatoona and Acworth roads. I wish you to see that the high and com- 
manding ground near Pickett’s Mill, which ought to overlook Leverett’s, 
be occupied in force, and let the cavalry patrol the road up as far as 
X^ossible. I vAM repeat my orders to General Stoneman to be active^ on 
that fiank. I vill probably be absent all day, and in my absence you can 
command all in this part of the field, but preserve the general ])lan.

The 
selection of camps, location of picket-lines, and rei^airs of roads are not 
to be imposed on them, but on quartermasters and on other staffi officers. 

II. On a march they Avill survey the route of their commands. When 
the army comes to a permanent or temi^orary halt, they will rc})ort in 
person to the chief engineer of their respective deiDartments and make 
such special field surveys as may be assigned them, at all times comply- 
ing with his orders and instructions. Their surveys will then be coili- 
piled, and maps will be sent to their chiefs, who will cause them to be 
consolidated and issued from time to time as the exigencies of the cam- 
paign will permit. 

III. AU corps, division, and brigade commanders will assist their topo- 
graphical engineers to work in harmonj" and for the benefit of the 
whole army, and thus secure the data from which to compile, at the 
earliest possible moment, maps which are indispensably necessary in 
military movements, as in this manner only can all general officers re- 
ceive the benefit of all military surveys.

I liave tlie lionor to make tlie following* report of the operations of 
V. S. gun-boat: 

May 26, 1864, after taking aboard fifty-three men of First Ohio Sharp- 
shooters, under command of Lieutenant Botsford, 1 got under way at 
10 a. m. Arrived at Larkin’s Landing at 2 p. m.; landed; Avooded; re- 
connoitered the river below, and retui*ned to Larkin’s after dark ; ^ hav- 
ing only onepilotllay to until morning. At Homan’s Landing found 
eleven bales of cotton, claimed by J. E. Hamblin, captain of tlie hoine 
guards, who requested me to take it to Larkin’s Landing, Avhere his 
company is cutting wood for the boat, as the guerrillas had threatened 
to burn it. May 27, got under way at 4.30 a. in., Avith home guards 
aboard. At foot of Buck Island I se.t ashore a detachment of sharp- 
shooters, under command of Lieutenant Botsford, to reconiioiter Gun- 
ter’s Landing four miles below; floated down ; made Gunter’s at 10 a. m. ; 
landed; wooded; took aboard detachment set off* abov^e ; turned out; run 
doAvii. Landed at Whitesburg at 2 xi. m. ; run up the chute opxiosite 
the island; tied up; wooded. Oast anchor at 8 p. m. May 28, Aveighed 
anchor at 5.30; landed at Tiianaat 7 a. m. We found the Sixly-third 
Illinois Eegiment stationed at thisxfiace. Oast off* at 8.30 a. in., and 
without an^hing further transpiring Avorthy of note, aiTived at Deca- 
tur at 10 a. m. Got under Avay again at 5.30 i>. in.; ran u}) the river; 
arrived at W^hitesburg at 10 j). m.; cast aiudior and lay to till morn- 
ing. May 29, about 2 o’clock a. m., I received ordcu's from Gcmeral 
Smith, HuntSAulle, through Colonel Jackson, that it was reported tliat 
the rebels were crossing in force at Paint Eock and Gunter’s Landing, 
and for me to iiroceed to these points as soon as possible, prevent the 
crossing, and destroy all the boats J could find. I Avas under Avay at 
2.30 a. m. Found no enemy at Paint Eock, or signs of any crossing; 
Xiassed on, arriving at Gunter’s Landing at 0.30 a. m.; ran up about two 
miles above; lauded the home guards and shari)shoot(u*s. At 0 I 
drox^x^ed down to the landing, tied uj), and wooded. Soon affer landing 
Lieutenant Botsford rexiorted that he had driven some seATnty-lh<^ or 
eighty rebel cavalry from Guntersville, and had possession of ih(‘])la(*(‘, 
and that they had killed tAAU men, caxitured some i)risoners, also some 
horses and ecxuiiunents. ITaving enough Avood a]>oard, T r(‘(‘alled th(‘ in- 
fantry, who brought off* with them thiee xuhsoners and four hoi*s(‘s, also a 
large mail cax^tiued in the xmst-office of the x)la(*e. Alt(‘r swimming the 
horses o\"er to the north bank, I turned out and ran doAvn the river; landed 
a few moments at Mr. Williams’; I arrived at Whilesl)iirg at 4.30 ]>. m.

Landed at Mr. Williams’ at 1 1 a. m., crossed th(‘ riv(a“ 
and landed the infantry to destroy some salt])eter Avorks situated about 
two miles from the river, Avhich Avere rexmrted cpiite ext(msiv(‘, am I imuj 
working them. After landing the infantry, I dro])])ed down a shoi t d is- 
tance and lay till 3 ]>. m., Avhen the intantry returned ; rcqmrt having met 
no opposition Avhatever in taking it, as the enemy liad all fled. They 
comxfietely destroyed the works. There had been men at Av^ork quite 
recently, as the fire was still under the kettles. Turned out and ran 
doAvn to Paint Eock, where Handed a detachment of infantry agaiJi on 
the south bank; drox^X^ed doAvn to Hallowell’s; landed; wooded while 
waiting for the infantry to come up. Destroyed one large stout ferry- 
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boat and brouglit off -with me two iiiee eanoes. Cast off and arrived 
at Whitesburg* at 7 jd. m. Lay to over iiigbt. ]\Iay 31, under way 5.15 
a. m. Landed at IVIr. Williams’; wliile there was" hailed by a flag of 
truce from the opposite (south) bank, cast off* and crossed over. It proved 
to be a party of citizens who proi^osed to report to me the appearance 
of any guerrillas in their vicinity, and asked not to be disturbed if they 
did so. They report that there is not at the present any force of the 
enemy on the south bank, that all is open and cleared lip. They ftu*- 
ther rei)ort that a column of our troops is moving u}) on the north bank 
some seven or eight miles back from the river. I steamed i\-p to Gun- 
ter’s Landing; landed and wooded; cast off*, and made Larkin’s Landing 
at 3.15 p. m. Set the home guards ashore; took on some wood; also 1 
prisoner that the home guards had ca])tured, and brought him up with 
me; turned him over to the provost-marshal this morning; arrived at 
Bridgeport at 11 p. m.

(*apture any of them. I sent out a battalion of the Twenty-fifth Illinois 
Volunteers to-day to guard the bridge about five miles from here; the 
guerrillas had threatened to burn it. The following regiments left here 
this morning for the front: First East Tennessee Volunteer Infiintry, 
Eleventh Kentucky Volunteers, Twelfth Kentucky Volunteers, Ninety- 
first Lidiana Volunteers, Sixty -fifth Illinois Volunteers. The Twenty- 
fifth Illinois Volunteers arrived last ]iight; to-night 700 convalescents 
arrived partially armed. Officers and convalescents are sent forward 
as rapidly as i)ossible. The road between this point and Adairsville is 
patrolled at all times, one lialf of the distance by Col. W. W. Lowe, the 
other by my force. Wounded are sent to Chattanooga as rapidly as x)Os- 
siblc. 1 sent oft to-day x)i’isoneis. The Twenty-fifth lUinois Volun- 
teers will leave for front to-morrow.

He says the citizens 
told him that Hardee’s and Hood’s corps were withdrawing by the road 
to Big Shanty, wiiich 1 believe is on the railroad a few" miles north of 
Marietta. In comiiliance with your orders, a brigade from Buttertiehrs 
division now guards the upper bridge and ford on Allatoona Creek, on 
the road to Acworth. Lieutenant KeUy reports his couriers attackt^d 
and driven in twice to-day — one, point on the old Burnt Hickory road 
between there and Pumpkin Vine Creek. He also reports that the rear 
guard of a train going to Burnt Hickory from some of the old camps 
was attacked. I have therefore ordered General Garrard to send tw"o 
regiments of cavalry thoroughly to scout the country on our right and 
rear as far as the crossings of tlie Etowmh Liver towmrd Kingston.

All I ask is that when we do come in contact with the enemy on any- 
thing like fair terms and pi’oportions we whip them more fully. 

I now hold Allatoona, and vShall aim to work across to the railroad as 
far east and south as I (*an without too heavy a loss. If you do hear 
sounds of battle youAvill know that naturally Jolmston will draw from 
his left, (to 3 'oiir front) on the theory tliat we are there on the defensive. 
Therefore, when you do hear sounds of battle hold the enemy tliere, or 
take advantage of his weakening that flank. In my judgment the ])oint 
that affords you most advantages and cover is about where BiitterliehPs 
center was, wliere a small stream comes from the east and crosses oiu* 
line near where a cabin stood, and from which tliere is an old field witli 
dead timber to the front. If we can carry a single point and liold it 
thereabouts we gain advantage. Dodge should inti*ench the main part 
of his command at the two points designated, but patrols and skir- 
mishers should fill the woods to the south, especially wliere Jeff. G. 
Davis was in front of that hill. You should give great attention to the 
browsing of all animals when there is a leisure moment, and empty 
wagons and caissons should be sent for growing wheat, barley, oats, or 
rye, as weU as grass or such bushes as horses and mules eat. I may 
send a brigade of Thoinavs’ up toward Allatoona, but I want Blair to 
inarch up and through that iiass and on as far a^ he can. In the mean 
time I will hold it with cavahy. Should any specific attack be I'equired 
of you I will send special orders, but in their absenc'c act promptly and 
with confidence on these general prineixfles. Keep at all times your 
pioneers and details opening and improving roads ffom youi* rear up 
toward Allato(nia and Burnt Hickory.

General: Lieutenant Tucker, of your head(]uarters guard, just from 
Kingston, comes to me to know about the ti*ain now loaded at Eoiigs- 
ton ready to start. 1 think the train can safely come to you Aua Eii- 
harlee, Stilesborough, Allatoona, and down the road till it meets you at 
some point on the road from Allatooiia to Marietta, and you may iu- 
striiet it to take that route. It need not even (Toss the Etowah at the 
Free Bridge, but come via the raikoad bridge, provided you have a 
bridge of boats to send there. I regard the road hence to Allatooiia 
safe now and thence to Kingston, the only difficulty being at the Eto- 
wah Eiver. 1 think two of Garrard’s regiments could patrol the coun- 
try south of the Etowah, and he should remain in Allatoona Pass until 
McPherson gets in fr'ont, which I exiieid the day after to-morrow.

The attention of the general commamliiig has lieeu called to certain

1. In case of skirmish or battle the wounded must be brought off the 
field by musicians or non-combatants, distinguished by a badge of white 
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cloth on the left arm. In no ease, as long as firing continnes, should 
an armed soldier abandon Ms comrades in battle to attend the wounded. 
(See i)aragTaph 734, Army Eegulations.) 

II. Hospitals are too far to ttie rear of their corps and divisions,* they 
should be up as close as })ossible and covered by the shape of ground 
and not by distance. The surgeons in charge are responsible thal 
slight wounds or shirking be not th(‘ cause of detaining armed men 
about their hospitals. Each attendant should have at all times about 
his person the written aiitliority which justifies his presence at th(‘ 
hospital or in passing to and from tlie <*ommand to whicli the hosi)iiid 
belongs. 

HI. Shirking, skulking, and straggling in time of danger are siu'h 
high, detestable crimes that the general commanding would hardly 
presume them possible were it not for his own observation and tlu^ re- 
l)ort that at this moment soldiers are found loafing in the cabins to the 
rear as far back as Kingston. The only inoper fate of such miscreants 
is that they be shot as common enemies to their profession and countiy, 
and all officers and ])atrols sent to arrest them will shoot them without 
mercy on the slightest impudence or resistance. By thus wandering to 
tlie rear they desert their fellows, who expose themselves in battle in the 
full faith that all on the rolls are present; and they expose themselv(‘s to 
capture and exchange as good soldiers, to which they have no titl(\ It 
is hereby made the duty of every officer who finds such skulkers to (de- 
liver them to any i)r(n'ost guard, regardless of corps, to be emi)loyed in 
menial or hard work, such as repairing roads, digging drains, sinks, 
&c. Officers, il' found skulking, will be subjected to the same peiial1i(‘s 
as enlisted men, viz, imstant death or the harshest labor and treatnnmt. 
Absentees not a(‘(‘ounted Ibr should always be mustinvd as disserters, to 
deprive them of the jiay and bounties reserA^ed tor honisst soldiers. 

IV. All will be styled skulkers who are found to the rc^ar, alistmt 
from their imoper commands Avithout A\Titten authority ot' tlnu’r proixn* 
commander. Captains cannot give ordcTS or ])asses beyond th(‘ii* r(‘gi- 
mental limits; colonels, beyond brigade limits; bi igadi(‘i*s beyond di\u\- 
ion limits, &c. The commanding generals of the tlnvc^ de])artm(mts 
alone can order officers or detachments with or Avithont Avagons ba(*k to 
Kingston or other general depots.

Colonel: I would respectfully call the attention of the conunanding 
general to the fact that the piisoners sent in to me to-day and yester- 
day indicate the presence of Hardee's corps in front of my right center;

Cavalry 
vedettes in all cases diaveii in, enemy's i>ickets also, sufficient to see 
their breast-works, and that they were occupied. The enemy were seen 
at one point to discharge a volley as if cleaning their pieces. The near- 
est point of the enemy’s works is oiiposite to my right center, where my 
right refuses and turns to cross the Sandtown road and connect with 
General Williams’ division. 

The written report of the division officer of the day will be sent in 
soon. This statement is fi'om the verbal rex)orts. I would be exceed- 
ingly obliged for information as to the means General Hovey has for 
obtaining the news he reported in my front. It is a problem I do not 
understand. Xoiie of his scouts have passed my lines.

/Statement of A. B. Thornton, ,scout. 

Office of the rRovosT-AlARsHAL-GENERAL, 

Morris* Hill Church, Jam Dol, 
Eeports that agreeable to instructions he left heinbiuaiteis Depart- 
ment of the Cumberland on Thursday, iM instant, vhilc the aimy was 
before the iutrenchments neai Dallas. 1 was instiuett*d to ao to Alari- 
etta, and, if i)ossible, to Atlanta, and get all iiifoimation ot the move- 
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men ts and position of the rebel army and nature and strength of fortifi- 
cations. 1 left headquarters on morning of l^d instant; went from there 
do Kingston; staid that night six miles east of Cass^le, on the road 
leading to Canton, llJJ'ext morning took the road to within eight 
miles of Canton; there took to the right, crossing Steele’s Bridge, over 
Etowah Kiver; kept on that road to within two miles and a half of 
Acworth; there took to the left and took neighborhood roads to Big 
Shanty, reaching there Friday evening; there first met rebel pickets; 
tliere was taken prisoner and was taken to General Williams’ head- 
quarters, and from there to General Wheeler’s headquarters, three miles 
to the right of Lost Mountain, on road leading fr*om Burnt Hickory to Lost 
Mountain. Staid there all night; next morning went with an orderly to 
Colonel Hill, provost-marshal-general, half a mile from General John- 
ston’s headquarters; staid there till about 10 o’clock that day; then went 
to Walker’s dhision, or near Wheeler’s headquarters, in a gap on road 
from Burnt Hickory to Lost Mountain; went back that night to Colonel 
Hill’s, and staid that night at a house of a citizen near there. Sunday 
morning went to Colonel Hill’s quarters, two miles and a half, east 
course, from Lost Mountain on Marietta road. Colonel Hill was asleep, 
and had given instnictions not to be awakened; did not wait on him, 
but took the road to Marietta; arrived there about 11 a. m.; staid 
there about two hours and left for Atlanta, at which place I arrived 
about dark; stopped at Washington Hall (a hotel) that night. Ee- 
mained there till about 10 a. in. Monday, when I left, taking the 
Peach Tree road, northeast course, for six'miles; fr*om there took the 
Powell Ferry road, crossing the Chattahoochee Eiver at Powell’s Ferry, 
thirteen miles from Atlanta and eight miles from Marietta; kept on 
that road for three miles; there turned to the right on the Canton road; 
traA’eled that road one mile and a quarter, then turned to the right, 
taking neighborhood roads. Staid that night at a house six miles from 
Marietta. Next v'.r."- *- ^ tept through country until I struck Hickory 
Flat road, one 'i i- , i •; a half Irom Steele’s Bridge; kept on to the 
bridge, crossed it and came back same road, Aua Kingston, to head- 
quarters, alTi^ing this evening. 

Until I reached rebel pickets nothing occurred worthy of mentioning. 
The First Alabama Cavalry was doing picket duty at Big Shanty. 
General Williams’ headquarters were two miles southwest of there. 
General W[illiams] asked but few questions; they were of a general 
character; General \Mieeler asked me no questions; his adjutant asked 
to see my pass, and then said he could send me as I desired to General 
Johnston’s headquarters. While there I learned that General Martin’s 
cavahy division had been sent to the left to occupy the iiitreuchmeuts 
while the infantry moved away. Colonel Hill asked me where I had 
been so long. I told him 1 had been acting as guide for the Yankees ; had 
gone with them for the reason tliat I could not avoid it; said it was all 
right; wished to know if all supifiies were shipped from Chattanooga by 
railroad, if we did not have wagon trains going back there; particularly 
ill regard to strength and disposition of troops guarding railroad; 
strengtli of arin>% if many troops were going home, their time having 
exphed. Inquired if any re-enforcements had arrived; said he had 
learned w e had re-enforcements coming. Gave me the following instruc- 
tions: Particularly the number of troops at different points guarding 
the railroad; wanted particularly the number at each])oint; did not 
mention anyone; if any re-enforeementseame or was expected ; the num- 
ber and whose trooj)s the} were; wanted to know what roads the >vagon 
trains went, coining fruin Kingston to the army. 
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Wlioii T 'vront to Walker’s division tliey AVi*re hiisy n]r Ineast- 

^vol•ks of logs two iuul 11 half or tUi'ee miles west of Lost ^lomitaiii oil 
Burnt nickory road, to guard approaches ti*oni the dir(‘ction of Burnt 
Hickory. Another division was engaged in huilding breast-works 
south of that. Sunday morning Hardee’s corjis was moving from there 
in the direction of Big Shanty. From what information 1 could get 
their whole army was drifting in direction of Big Shanty, and aj)- 
pearing as if they were forming a line from there to Lost ' ^Mountain. 
1)0 not know of any range of hills between Big Shanty and Lost 
Mountain, but the country is very rough and hilly, luit little cleared 
land. From the mountain to Marietta did not notii'e any fortilieations 
until within two and a half or three miles of that place: the defenses 
there Avere on the two kuolis northwest of ^Marietta: tlie knobs are not 
distant from each other, high, hilly groiiiid connecting them; would 
judge the Avliole distance from one end of the mountain to the other 
was near two miles; the country west of these knobs was rough and 
hilly, east toward the railroad know notliing about. Do not know 
enough of the country diredly north and toward the knob northeast of 
Marietta to give any information, but think it is a rough country. The 
defenses spoken of consist of rifle-pits and works for artillery; noticed 
the rifle-pits as 1 approached li'om the west; after that could not see 
them, as 1 went on the road leading south of the nioimtain. The rifle- 
pits extended round to the west and southwest sides of the knob. Did 
not get any important information in Marietta : all but a small amount 
of commissary stores had been removed; the citizens seemed consider- 
ably excited and numbers were lea\flug for faither south. 

On riding from ^Marietta to Atlanta (west side of raih'oad) did not 
notice anything until I arrived at (Tiattahoochee Liver. There I 
noticed fortifications on both sides of the river and both sides of the 
lailroad. West of raih’oad on the north side of the river they Avere 
not A^ery extensiA’e; consisted of rifle-pits. On the range commencing 
lialf a mile northwest of raikoad bridge rifle-pits Avere made on the 
approaches from tlie nortlnvest. On the tops Avcre Avorks for the 
artillery, hut [not] amounting to much; cannot say how far the rifle-pits 
extended d()^Au the river. On the north side a range of hills extends 
as far as you eaii see from the bridge. Ea'^r of the lailroad on iiorth 
side of the rh'er there ai)pears to be nothing but rlrie-pit'^. In addition 
to railroad biidge there is one trestle bridge, built on abutments of 
old railroad bridge, ICjO yaids abo\ e railroad bridge: -UO yards aboA^e 
that is a pontoon bridge; <5oo \ards al)(‘\'e that. a})i)aieutly at How- 
ell’s Ferry. is another ])ontoon bridge: know of no others. The Second 
Creorgia State Troo])S Avere doing guard diu\ at tin* biidges. I was 
(*om])elled to shov my ])ass. Did not see an\ v«nk going on on fiuti- 
fieations. They a]>]K‘ai' the same to that the\ did two months ago. 
The fortiflcatiuiis on south si(h- ot r]u*ri\ei ^^ere more exteiisAe and 
better built than those on the noi th snk. Theie \a eit* inoie embiaNiiies 
for ai'tillery. From a^ hat 1 could obsiuA’e from bridge, they ap]>e*ired 
to run down along the ruer about lialf a mile tioni the bridgt^ and up 
the river a quarter of a mile. Did not stop <it the liwr. ^"o timber 
liad lieeii cut dovn for obstructions any ])la<*e. Liitil ariivmg near 
Atlanta did not notice aii\ dtdeiises. First came to their fortitieations 
near Atlanta, two or tAVo miles and a lialt. near the railroad. All was 
ill same condition as I described them in forniei uquirts, excepting 
they IniA'c about tiA^e guns iiioiiiited on each suit* of railroad. 

Ill Atlanta I ascertained that pietty much all tin* sii])plies for the 
army had been removed to Augusta, also that (lovernoi Broun has or- 
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gaiii/A‘<l about :i0,00() militia between tlie age« of .seventeen and eighteen 
and foify-tive and tifty years. All civil officers liave been compelled to 
join this foire. They are cain})ed in and around Atlanta and Eosvrell 
Fa(*tory, t^vel\'e miles east of Marietta, on north side of Chattahoochee 
Eiver. (^)ul(l not ascertain what prox)ortion was armed; could not 
ascertain that Johnston had received any re-enforcements or that any 
was t^\'i)ected. I^early all of Johnston’s trains are parked on south side 
of (Jiattahoo(*hee Eiver, extending ffiom tlie bridge thirteen miles up the 
riv(u*. ^VEost of the prominent citizens in Atlanta have moved away and 
others were awaiting transportation. 

On my Avay ba(‘k, noticed a great many refugees on their way south; 
men taking tlieir tamilies, negToes, stock, and what household furniture 
they coidd convey; did not notice any soldiers. On my route back, 
reliigee on same road told me there was none in that direction. One of 
the i-efugees, a member of the State militia, whom I met six miles and 
a half east of ^Marietta, who had been up near Acworth getting his 
negroes and stock, informed me that Johnston’s wagons had been ordered 
to the ti'ont. He did not tell me how he got the information. Some 
sinirs of the range of hills on north side of Chattahoochee Eiver extend 
down to the river, but generally there is a strii> of bottom land between 
the Iiills and the river, varying from 300 to 400 yards in width. The 
diwstance from north to south side of the hills is about half a mile. The 
slope on north side is very gradual, but on side next the river is very 
bluft*, probably 100 feet above water. On the top it is generally tim- 
bered. The ap])roaches to this range of hills from a northern direction 
is on rolling ground; no high imints ; mostly timbered land. Artillery 
])]anted on tliis range of hills commands tlie country in all directions. 
Possession of the range on north side would place contending forces on 
equal footing, as tlie hills are of about equal height. The country be- 
tween (’hattahoochee Eiver and Atlanta is mostly level, similar in ap- 
])earance to that between Marietta and Chattahoochee Eiver. 1 forgot 
to make any incpiiry about the removal of the machinery of the differ- 
ent manufactories in Atlanta and know nothing about that.

General: I am just in receipt of yours of to-day relative to General 
Hovey^s resignation. I cannot consent to General Hovey's resigning 
with an erroneous impression that he has been unfriendly dealt by. He 
raised in Indiana a command of live regiments of infantiy and live of 
cavalry, and brought the live of intantiy into the sphere of my author- 
ity, and as you were more in need of re-enforcements than either of the 
other army (*ommanders I assigned them to you. It was with infinite 
difficulty, and then only on an em}diatic order of the Secretary of War, 
that I could get the cavaby regiments. They would have served out 
their time in Indiana had 1 not importunately demanded their services 
as infantry, admitting the honest truth that no amount of money on 
earth would mount a volunteer division, and that this Indiana cavalry 
should lirst serve a year <m foot. They did not even start bom Indiana 
until after we had l)egim our battles. They are on our railroad and 
cannot now be spared. I have no other troo]>s to replace them or to 
swell Geiicial Ilovey's command. I will give him time for reflection, 
lie knows tie* facts, all the facts, and he ought not To coiiiplain of me. 
I have, as you know, alw^ays sought to do him honor. 1 now ask (Gen- 
eral llovcy to name anything lie wants exceiit that we dial! break up 
anothei* division to make liis ui> to the standard. Who'-t^ di\isiou shall 
we break If he resigns w’e will have to bieak up his division and 

scatter it, tlie \(ay thing lie jiledged not to allow'. 1 cannot put cavalry 
and infantiy into the saiiii‘ <]i\ision, nor can I commit m;\s(‘ir as to the 
time wdieii tlie ca\ali-y hi‘ laised in Indiana will be mounted or consoli- 
dated w itli infantiy. Tln^ mistake* was in rlieconce[dion of such an idea. 
It never w'as done and never can be done, even if Mr. Lincoln promised 
it. Divisions must be a unit, and five regiments of infantry and live 
regiments of cavalry will no more make a unit in a good whole than oil 
and AvatiT w'ill ('ommingle.

Colonel : In reply to your note just received, I would respectfully 
report that tlie breast- works built by my command on the prolongation 
of General Williams’ right are fully occupied- I have had no intention 
of doing anything but repel the enemy in case he attacked. I fear 
from the note that General Hooker is under the impression that I have 
built new breast-works and moved my troops to-day. This I have not 
done, not being so ordered. I wa^s directed to advance my picket-line, 
which was done; to examine personally the line between Geary and 
Schofield, with a view to new position, and repoit thei eon. I reported 
in writing, vith sketch, failing to see the general in person, but received 
no further orders, and in view of a movement to the left, of which you 
spoke, supposed that the general, not sending me any order to change 
to any position, had dropped it for the time. If directed, I will move 
out a brigade, or move in the morning at daylight, to the positions, or 
one of them, indicated in my sketch. General Williams was person-

Marietta and Canton road, and that tlie bulk of their cavalry is on 
the right of this line around the base of Brush Mountain, guarding all 
the roads in this vicinity. Our cavalry' pickets are in sight and con- 
stantly exchange shots. Deserters say that there are rumors in the 
army that Johnston is falling back, but you must know if such is the 
<‘ase. My iiatrols have been ro L(>vlngood^s and north of the Etowah, 
and that ('Oinpany has been <lisperse<l several days ago. Two of them, 
who had thrown away their arms and hid in houses, have been captured. 
My foraging pai’ties go from camp ten miles to the rear and flank.

After the long storm had cleared away I exaniiuod earcliill> oui 
whole front, and found the enemy occupying the scries of broken 
ridges and hills V hich forms th<‘ vatci-shcd l)ct^^ecnthc Etonaliaud 
Cliatraliooclicc, (‘inbracing three ])ioiniiient peaks, Kenesaw, Pine Hill, 
and Lost Mountain. Pine Hill is about four miles southwest of Kene- 
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saw*, aiul was the apex of the triangle, the of tlio eri(‘iiiyV ]»()4- 

tioH. All seemed well fortilied, and eouiieeted by lines nf breast- works 
in the midst of dense chestnut woods. I first or<lei*ed Tlionias to push 
Palmer's and Ilowm’d's corps in the interval btuweeu Kenesaw and 
Pine Hill, till they occupied a certain road, the batteries iu front of 
Pine Hill occupying* the attention of the enemy. One of these shots 
killed Bishop Polk. Tlu^ movement was perfectly successful, and tliis 
morning* Pim^ Hill was abandoned to us, strongly fortilied. This morn- 
ing I ordered Schofield on the right to threaten Lost Mountain, and 
McPherson to threaten to tiu'ii Kenesaw by the left, while Thomas 
pushed liis whole army to break tlie center, s^chotield carried the lir'^t 
line of the enemy’s works, left ex])osed by the loss of Pine Hill, ami has 
some 40 prisoners. McPherson carried a hill to his left fiunt, taking 
the Fortieth Alabama Eegiment entire, 320 strong, and Thomas lias 
pushed the enemy back about one mile and a half, and is still moving. 
I hope he will pass the dividing ridge, iu which case the enemy’s ]>osi- 
tion will he untenable. 1 left him about sundown, but the ground was 
so obscured by bushes that we could not discern whether the enemy 
had a second line of earth- works, connecting Kenesaw and Lost Moun- 
tain, and 1 do not want to give them time to form one. From Pine Hill 
we can vsee Marietta. Losses to-day very small, it having been one gra nd 
skmiiish, extending along a front of eight miles. An iiiterce])ted dis- 
patch reports the death, by a cannon-shot, of Bishop Polk, and it is cou- 
lirmed by the prisoners.

J infer from 
ail intercepted dis])atch that Jackson’s cavalry is sent, or will be 
to-day, on an errand t(^ our rear. FTow, if you can mask a column any- 
vhere about Cox’s left as near the Sandtown road as jiossible, and ])o'st 
it under cover, and secure some hill that wiU enable you to ajiproach 
nearer the enemy than you now are, will be a great point gained, and 
1 ])rt*ter you should v'ork in your own way, but try to draw to your 
extreme right Hank as much of the enemy as you can first. A bri- 
gade passing over the barricade near Geary Davis’ house, half seen to 
the enemy, and d(‘])loying well off to your right toward Lost Mountain, 
taking all the cover ])ossibl(s and moving about with considerable ex- 
centricity, Avould have the desired effect ; whilst the real column, as 
also that of iStonemaii, should act as much under cover as possible.

Another deserter from the Sixty-third 
Georgia Eegiment, who came into my lines about 2 last night, confirms 
this latter view. One of my men belonging to tlie Twentieth Kentucky 
Eegiment deserted to the enemy last night. He had formerly belonged 
to the rebel army.

Your dispatch received, and I have submitted it to the major-general 
commanding. He directs me to say that you v^ill communicate with 
the forces on your right and will fortify and hold such x)Ositions as you 
have which are tenable. Brigadier-General Osterhaiis’ division, on 
your left, has taken up an advanced position, but may not be able to 
form a continuous line with your position in the orchard or the Avoods 
beyond, owing to the natime of the grounds. But possibly the inter- 
vening space can be swept by the lii‘e of artillery and infantry from the 
rear. If you think after getting the position of the forces on your right 
and left that you can hold your advanced x>osition, do so. If not, fall 
back Avith your main line to your original position this forenoon and 
hold the adA^ance Avith a strong line of skirmishers, who can fall back if 
hard pressed. The general, though desirous of occupying the atten- 
tion of the enemy in 3 "our front and keeping him busy, does not propose 
to assault the enemy’s works at the base of Kenesaw Mountain. 
Instruct your pickets to be particularly vigilant and listen attentwely 
for anything indicating a movement of the enemy, and try to deter- 
mine its imi^ort and direction, and not to fli*e though they hear noises, 
unless the enemy is advancing.

Dear General: 1 have no donht you want nuMo write you oei-a- 
sionally letters not jmrely ottieial, hut whieh will admit of a little more 
latitude than such documents i>ossess. 1 have daily sent to Ilalleek 
telegraphs whieh I asked liim to report to yon, and which he says he 
has done. Yon, therefore, know vhere we are and what we have dom*. 
If onr movement has been slower than you caleiilated 1 can explain tlie 
reason, though 1 know you lielieve me "too earnest and impatient to he 
behind time. ^ly lirst movement against Johnston was really line, and 
now I believe 1 would have disposed of him at one l)low if McPhersmi 
had enislied’Eesaca, as he might have done, for then it was garrisoned

You may go on mtli the frill 
assurance that I will continue to press Johnston as fast as 1 can over- 
come the natural obstacles and inspire motion into a large, ponderous, 
and slow (by habit) army. Of course' it cannot keep up Avith my 
thoughts anil Avishes, but no impulse can be given it that I Avill not 
guide.

1 will instruct General Thomas to push Palmer’s line forward close

Dear General; I succeeded a few days ago in relieving all the 
troops of General McPherson. The relieving force was much smaller than 
that relieved, and, as I fear, not sufficient; but with the brigade of the 
Sixteenth Corps, ordered to remain at Decatur, 1 hope we may get on. 
^A"e have now a pretty good cavalry force mounted, by which J hope we 
can add greatly to the strength of our attenuated lines, i i* assailed, and that 
is the only effective way, as 1 think, to defend thos(‘ lines. A movable 
force, cavalry or mounted intantry, sufficient to beat that of the enemy, 
properly handled, is the only safe guaranty against destruclive raids of 
the enemy. After consultation with General Webster 1 oinlered ( 'olonel 
Thornburgh’s (Tennessee) brigade of cavalry to ri^ixmt to Cmieral 
Granger at Decatur. Offensive operations from that point will give 
the enemy something else to do than plot and execute raids against our 
lines of communication, while it will increase the courage and prowess 
of our own men and intimidate the enemy. I have always tlioiight the 
most effective way to guard the Tennessee Eiver was by offensive o])era- 
tions on the other side. Colonel Thornbiirgli’s biigadi^ hd'l for Dec'atur 
yesterday morning with one battery attached, and escorting another for 
ser\ice at that ifiace. 

I understand that another demonstration will b(^ at once made from 
Memphis, and, if so, Forrest will find enough to do to attend to that. 
This being so it would afford me a fine opi)ortuuity of' ]>ayiiig my 
long desired visit to Selma. Eoddey’s forces are strong along th(‘ 
road from a point within seven miles of Decatur toward Moulton and 
beyond. Foirest was at Fulton a few days ago. With 3,000 nien 1 
could go down and destroy fifty to one hundred millions’ worth of 
property belonging to tlie rebel government, including a portion of the 
important road between Selma and Atlanta. There are several long 
trestles on that road within twenty-five miles of Selma, and at thatplace 
there are manufa(*tiiring establishments far more extensive and im- 
portant than they have at Atlanta, while between here and Selma 
there are five or six of the most important iron- works there are in the 
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Southern Coufederiu'v. With Thoni1mr<*li‘.'^ now on its ^\ay 

to Decatur, and Colonel Ilarrifiou's Kialifb Indiana <\nalry, fornieily 
the Thirty-ninth Indiana, with you at ^MuhlraimirN Hill, and Vhe Seeonll 
Kentucky ('avalry, 1 could inakt* the trij). Tin* la^f two r(*;«iiiicnrN are 
here to he luounted. That w’ould leave in the ili'-trict S]>aldini''N hri- 
ji’adc* of cavalry, 1,<>0D stron<4‘, mounted, and MillerV i»jii:adc bein^ 
mounted. A regiment of JO(Mla\V men now in Kentucky could he 
ordered liere to take tht* ]>lace of the Eighth Indiana Cavalry for |>o.st 
duty at this city. 1 could quietly take ]»oMtion on tliK -^ide of tin* Ten- 
nessee in the vicinity of (lUiitersville. and iqion a Midden cro'^N there 
and set oif to Selina. I could have at lea^t thret* da\'H the Mart of the 
enemy, and to avoid bein^ intereeiUed on my retiii n could "tiike otf 
(*astwardly to Monhwallo through A‘^h\ilh‘, CadMleii. and on np to 
Ihn^^old. At Ivin^-j'old we eonl<l take the r(‘tiirn (*mi»T\ e.ii’N and eonn* 
]>ack to the distrh't. A blow' like this now w'ould be of ^reat M*rvice to 
the cause, and mijiht etfeet materially your own imnu‘diate jmMtion. 
I have a ,i»:uide here wiio kuow's every foot of the way. I think 1 could 
fro to Selma in four days from GunterV Landiiifr and afterward ri*tnrn 
ill safety. I hope you w ill think of it and allow me to try it. 1 eaiinot 
worry you with the details of my ]dan. 1 havt* s])okim to (buieral We]>- 
ster about this prqj<*(*t, and he thinks it eau be and ouaht to be aeeoin- 
idished. Xocoiie else knows or will know of it here, except Major Polk, 
w’hu writes this (*ommuiiieation.

Tim 
enemy’s cavalry burned the small luid.m* at Tilton t(»-day at noon. I 
had lueviously ordered by teleg'raph John K. Smith's divi'^ion from 
Huntsville, but in the meantime I may send up some infantry from 
jMcPherson. I believe C4eiieral Steedniau to he alumt llesaea, and have 
tele<i;raphed to know if he wants any. I have .sent peremptory orders 
for Garrard to cross Xoonday and attack the eiieinr.s cavalry, and 
it* he don't do it L must get another to conimaud the cavalry. Mc- 
Pherson has a good po.sitiou and could have advaiu-ed to-day, but we 
cannot try to turn both flanks at once: but Plaii's cor]>s ad\am*e<l over 
two ridges to his left front, and tldnks he <*ould get a position that 
would reach Marietta ith i*b-pouiidcrs.

Gommanding Army of the Cumheydand : 

General : I saw these papers in the hands of your scout and read 
them hastily. 1 am gratified at the good progress of Howard, Wood, 
and Whitaker. Let them all hold fast to all we get, and be ready as 
■soon as we can move with anything like life. Early to-morrow I will 
examine McPherson’s new lines, which he thinks well of and is tempted 
to advance his left, but Kenesaw so splits our lines that I feel much dis- 
posed to push your right, supported by Schofield and Stoneman’s cav- 
alry, whilst McPherson engages attention to his front, but keeps ready 
to march by his right to re-enforce you with all his command, except 
what is necessary to cover this depot against Kenesaw, which I propose 
to slight. The enemy is at work about Tilton, having torn up some rails 
and got a down train off a mUe above Tilton, and the wires are again 
down since noon. The bridge was to have been done at 4 p. m., but I 
can hear nothing definite. Garrard is across Noonday on the Canton 
road, and about Bob. McAfee’s. He was attacked, he says, by four di- 
visions of cavahy and held his ground. I have an idea that Johnston 
is holding on to cover the return of his cavalry. I hardly think he will 
fight us on anything like equal terms with the Chattahoochee behind 
him. After seeing McPherson’s lines in the morning I will come down 
to Williams’ and will examine the new positions of Wood, Stanley, and 
Hooker; but if anything happens, act promptly with your own troops, 
and advise me and your neighbor, Schofield, who has standing orders 
to conform to you. Hoads terrific.

We have taken the Bald Knob about 700 yards beyond Kirby’s posi- 
tion of last night. Colonel Kirby’s brigade, of Stanley’s division, and 
one of Wood’s brigades, under Colonel Nodine, moved conjointly, seized 
the hill as soon as the shelling of the Fifth Ohio Battery had ceased, 
capturing a number of prisoners. They have held it and fortified it 
under the hottest kind of artillery fire from the enemy. A regiment of 
General Wood’s (the Forty-ninth Ohio) advanced still farther, afford- 
ing us a strong outpost, whereupon I have moved forward my main 
lines 400 or 500 yards. Our skirmishers have already got possession 
of the inti’enched hue of the enemy’s skirmishers. The conduct of the 
tiDops admirable.

Captain : Please inform the inajor-genoral ooinniandiii" tlie army that 
his conimunioatiou of last night lias been received. His iiisti uctiuiis to 
cross Ils^oonday Creek have, in aiiticiiaitioii. been eonij died \\ ith four times, 
and attempted anothiu*, within the la^r ten days. I have in that time 
attacked the enemy's c'avalry ti\e times, and have always found it 
superior to me in numbers, and always they have had the advantage ot 
p(/sition. Yesterday I lost Od men in the tight. I am within f<uir miles 
of the cam]) of the rebel cavalry, which joiii'- <»n tin* right of their in- 
fantry. This is according to the report of every one i havt- access to, 
and also that there are three divisions of cavaliy and two independent 
brigades at Ylieeler s camp. Their brigades number live legiments 
each, and their divisions two brigades. This information 1 have from 
rebel otlicers, men, and citizens, also negroes. .M\ division when it 
diwsmounts to tight, which it has to do as a geiau‘al riih‘ in this <*ountry, 
can bring into action less than three-fourths of its numbers, and does 
not amount to more than a fair brigade of iufantr\ in strength. Also 
the men on picket must be deducted, as well as the danker^. 1 regret 
exceedingly that on several occasions the niajoi -general commanding 
has seen tit to write as if he were dissatiMied wrtli my ,o tivity and 
zeal.

Major-General McPherson, Comdg, Army of the Te^inessee: 

General : 1 have to report that insti-uctions from General Sherman 
require me to interpose between the main rebel cavalry and the portion 
reported to have gone north of the Etowah to interfere with railroad 
coinniunication. It seems to be the impression that large bodies have 
been detached. I cannot gain any reliable information to justify sucL 
an impression. That a regiment or two may be north of the Eto^^ali 
from this flank is probable. From prisoners, officers and men, from 
citizens and negroes, 1 learn that the main force is in my front, about 
three or four miles, and near the right of their infantry. 1 have crossed 
the NToonday four* times and attacked the enemy five times since J 
have been on this flank. I have not only found the enemy in good 
position, but have always Ibund him strong. Observation of their 
movements also indicates that they are in force. In an open field oi 
where I could bring my whole division into action after gaining i\ 
knowledge of the locality, 1 can take care of myself, but where they are 
in i)osition and stronger than I am, it is quite a dift'erent matter. To 
carry out General Sherman’s orders, 1 will have to move around the 
enemy’s left and attack him, and at the same time act from tlie north 
so as to be between the rebel cavalry and the Etowah Eiver. As this 
cannot be done from this point by moving east, 1 will have to abandon 
your left flank and move to the north and east. Unless otherwise 
directed I propose to move in the morning. I was prevented from 
doing so to-day on account of my wounded and dead who required to 
be cared for. My loss yesterday was 65. The enemy left in front oi 
my line 10 dead; and a wounded man who was a prisoner in their 
hands last night reports seeing large numbers of thefr wounded and 
dead brought in. lie says their dead was 100, but this is no doubt ex- 
aggerated, though I think from 40 to 50 killed would be in limits. 
Some of the heaviest fighting was out half a mile in front in sup])orting 
the i)ickets. As 1 only held my line, the rebels had that portion of the 
field and Avere most of the night occupied in getting off their wounded 
and dead. A lieutenant of the rebel cavalry told this man two divis- 
ions made the attack, and that they met with the heaviest loss that they 
ever had experienced. 

1 merely speak of these matters to try to show tliat there is a large 
forc^e of cavalry here, and that they feel strong enough to attack, and 
attack with vigor and boldness. This attack of the enemy was ot 
course brought on by my advance. My pickets are at Hoi) ]\IcAfee’s, 
and the fight was on the Marietta and Canton road. The cami)s ot the 
enemy lie northeast and east of me.

Johnston’s army has only three cor])s, and 
I know there Avas a very respectable force along McPherson’s front, so 
much so, that his generals thought the enemy was massing against them. 
I know there was some force in front of Palmer and Howard, for I Avas 
there. Still it is A^ery natural the enemy should meet Hooker at that 
point in force, and I gave Schofield orders this morning to conduct his 
column from Noyes’ (’reek, on the Powder Springs road, toward Mari- 
etta and support Hooker’s right flank, vsending his cavalry doAv ii the 
PoAvder Springs road toAvard SAveet Water and leaving some infantry 
from his rear to guard the forks. G/ajitain Dayton says General Scho- 
field receipted my orders, Avhich Avere in Avi’iting. If later information 
shows that Schofield is not up send a stafr* ofricer at once and notify him 
of the necessity, and, if need be, call ofr all of Palmer’s and notify M(*- 
Pherson, AA'ho lias his orders for this very contingency. To-morroAV, if 
need be, AA^e must bring things to a crisis! Cars and telegraph iloav all 
right; some of John E. Smith’s men are at Chattanooga, so that I think 
our road Avill be better guarded.

When this was accompMshed batteries 
were posted to sweep the ground to the left to enable Butterfield to ad- 
vance about the same distance and take possession of some wooded 
heights, winch were held by the enemy, as it was believed that the pos- 
session of them would give us command of the Dallas and Marietta road, 
I'ear of the enemy in front of the Fourth Corps.

formed on the (our) left of that gap, and a considerable force on the

gap alluded to above. The^^ heard the order ^‘This way with your 
axes,” ^^This way with your spades,” and the intrenching party were 
singing en masse at times. This information is reliable so far as it 
goes.

I have one brigad(‘ on tlie Sandtown 
road and my cavalry covers the interval. I regard my hold of that road 
as secure. Prisoners say tlie whole of Hood’s corps left their right ami 
came this side of Maiietta yesterday. They made an assault ii[)on me 
and also upon Hooker this evening with the evident ])uii)ose of break- 
ing our lines, yet their assaults Avere hardly strong enough iV)]* the force 
named. Prisoners all agree that Hood’s whole corps was in our front 
to-day, and do not know that any force but cavalry took their ])hi(*e on 
the enemy’s right. IVIy loss is about 100, that of the enemy much larger. 
We have taken about 50 prisoners.

He was 
picketing all the bridges and fords on Noonday Creek. At one bridge 
north of the Alabama road the enemy have pickets on this side of the 
creek. At all other points they are on the other side. General Gar- 
rard had crossed Noonday Creek some two days ago, but had fallen 
back again to this side. The only ford on the creek is at Latimer’s. 
At the present stage of water this ford is said to be impassable.

We gain ground daily, fighting all the 
time. On the 21st General Stanley gained a ]>ositi()n near The >ouTh- 
east of Kenesaw, from which the enemy atteiiijned in vain to drive him, 
and the same day General T. J. Wood's divisiim To<jk a hill, whieh the 
enemy assaulted three times at night without su(‘ee.N.s, leaving mon^ 
than 100 dead on the ground. Yesterday the extrtmie rii*ht Hooker 
and Schofield) advan(*ed on the Powder Springs road to within three 
miles of Marietta. The enemy made a strong etforr to <lrive them 
away, but failed signally, leaving more tiian 200 dead <»n the fiehl. i )ur 
lines are now in close contact and the fighting in<*essaur, with a good 
deal of artillery. As fast as we gain one p( ).sition the enemy ha s mu uher 
all ready, but i think he 'will soon have to let go Kenoaw, w hi<‘h is the 
key to the whole country. The weather is now better, and the roads 
are drying up fast. Our losses arc light, and, notwithstanding the 
repeated breaks of the road to our rear, supplies are amjde.

General: I have the lionor to report that yesterday I sent parties 
to Burnt Hickory, Oven’s Mill, Dallas, and Povder {Springs, and also 
from the Burnt (.’hurch on the Allatoona and Ac worth roads. Some of 
the detachments did not retmm until 2 o’clock this morning, conse- 
quently omitted the usual report last night. All tliese parties report 
that there are no rebels on any of these roads in our rear, nor has there 
been any except small scouting parties. Jackson's rebel di\ision 
(three brigades) is encanqied on the creek southeast of Powder Springs 
covering the Atlanta road, and patrolling to the river. I have 
refrained from attacking these fellows in the works, not from inclina- 
tion, but want of men. They cannot move very well \nthout my 
knowing it, and if they come out I will light them, although they are 
so much superior in force. At the time yoiu‘ dispatch was received 
yesterday the enemy’s pickets had been driven away from the \icinity 
of Powder {Springs, and my men were making a topographical survey 
of the roads. General Stoneman had dtmioralized me by a dispatch "a 
few minutes before. T start a party again to-night to tiy their railroad. 
If they fail I will have to give it up. Our forces at Acworth had no 
pi(*kets out yesterday morning, so my officers rei)ort.

Statement of J. M. (rlass (scouCi. 

Offku: Provost-Marshal-General, 

Department oi' the Pi'mberland, 

Xear Kenet^aic. June 1864. 

Says 1 left the Federal lines on 18tli instant in c()iiq)any witli J. 0. 
Moore; passed around to the left of the Federal army; lirst came up to 
rebel cavalry tv o miles this side of Marietta ; was at Colonel Hill’s 
headquarters till morning of 20th instant. That morning got a ])ass 
through lines for ten days. Started on horseback for Atlanta. Went 
by Avay of Baker’s Ferry, seventeen miles below the bridge. Staid 
that night near there. Next morning kept down the river to Campbell- 
ton. Went from there to the house of George X. Torrence, half way 
between Falcon and Palmetto, on AVest Point railroad. That evening 
to Fairburn, eighteen miles from Atlanta, on West Point railroad. 
From there to Jonesborough, twenty miles south of Atlanta, on Macon 
and Western Eailroad. Staid at the house of James Davis that night 
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fUlst instant). X<‘N:t nioniin<>* went to Atlanta. Staid there ahoui 
three hours and l(‘ft Ibi* .Marietta, crossing* river at railroad bridge; 
aiTiv(‘d at Marietta same evening. Staid there all night and yesterday. 
Left 31 arietta this morning. Came through rebel lines on Canton road. 
Wheeler’s (*avalry were on duty there. Caine into Federal lines on 
Colonel 3rinty\s front. Came past (leneral Johnston’s headquarters, 
one mile this side of center of Marietta, on Burnt Hickory road. I also 
stoijped at Colonel Hill’s headquarters, half a mile up the railroad fi-om 
Marietta. Colonel Hill asked me in regard to re-enforcements; if any 
had arrived for the Federal army, and if any of the 100-days’ men had 
arrived. On the south side of the river, at Baker’s Ferry, about twenty- 
live soldiers were at work throwing up earth- works (rifle-pits) ; thirty or 
forty yards were finished. 31 en were at work this side of the river fell- 
ing the timber. From there to Sandtown, four miles below, I could 
see no intreiichments. At Sandtown there is a ferry and about fifty 
State troops stationed; no works thrown ii]) that I could see. From 
there To Camphellton, eight miles below Sandtown, there are no fortifi- 
cations. At Camphellton there were about twenty-five rebel cavalrymen ; 
no fortifications there. The river had a good stage of water. Some 
place hetween Camphellton and Baker’s Ferry there is a ford when the 
river is low; conld not ascertain where it was. At Fairbnrn there were 
about fifty State troops. At flonesborough there were 150 State trooj)s. 
1 first struck the fortifications three miles south of Atlanta. They 
were well huilt— -made entirely of dirt, trom ten to fifteen feet in breadth 
and ten feet in height — where the artillery was to be planted. Between 
these i)oints there was strong and well-built rifle-pits. They extended 
as far as I could see, in a southeast course, running parallel ^flth the 
Macon and Western Bailroad. Think I could see three miles. From 
what 1 could see they extend all around the town. There was no inner 
line that 1 could see. The time 1 could look around in Atlanta T notict^I 
that the Government shops and manufactories were at work as usual. 
A few citizens were leaving the city. General Johnston was impressing 
all the negroes about the place to work on the fortiflcatioiis. Arouml 
Atlanta and at the river on this, north, side of river, left side going to- 
ward Atlanta, there "woiv about 500 negroes working on foitiflcatioiis, 
throwing u]) works for artillery.

It was observed from sev- 
eral points on our line that as soon as the advance of our line was known 
to the enemy, his troops immediately tilled the strong line of works ex- 
tending from the Kenesaw Aloniitain eastwardly, showing very plainly 
that his force in my fr'ont is undiiniiiished. The ridge in front of Leg- 
gett’s left, and running nearly at right angles to our line, which has 
been pointed out to the major-general commanding, was not occupied 
by the enemy, who api)ears to have drawn his skirmishers back to 
within easy sn]>p<)rting distance of his main works. Although I have 
never seen their entire line in my front, I am of the opinion that it 
forms a sort of augle retiring from the mountain towai^d Marietta, and 
then taking a more northerly coui-se to the Canton road, the more dis- 
tant point being about opposite my left. From the nature of the ground 
1 can approach their works very closely under cover. I would also say 
in this connection that although both yesterday and to-day one of my 
batteries was xdacod \vithin three-quarters of a mile of their works, and 
shelled them for some time, I was unable to elicit any reply fi‘om any 
artillery east of Kenesaw Mountain.

Colonel: The demonsti'ation or dLstinbance rei)orted last night 
seems to have been merely a working party of the enemy to protect their 
skirmishers. There is but little firing in my front, although the inckets 
are very close. For the 6 casualties of mine yesterday, a captain on 
the picket-line reports 8 of the enemy carried olf on stretchers. Gen- 
eral Williams’ picket-line is reported to me as fifty yards in rear of 
mine and not on tLe ridge, where Major-General Hooker directed they 
should be placed ; his right is not up to the left of my i>ieket-line. 1 
have not been out personally, but this is reported to me by all the staff 
officers I have sent out. A new brigade is reported to have come down 
and relieved the enemy’s troops in my ii*ont last night, and there is con- 
siderable more firing than lieretofore. The i)ositioiL of the di\ision is 
one much the same as at Dallas, except a difference of perhaps 100 
yards'in the distance from the enemy. My troops don’t get much rest 
where they are.

By com- 
liavinp isMU‘s by the c<unmi^sary dej>artmcnt and tlie reports of army 
commander^ of ettectivc strength foi duty, whieli embraces officers as 
w^ell as men, it is found that a (piantiry of ]^•ovisi()ll^ is issued daily 
eijual to from oO to 75 jxu* cent, over the efit-ctive stiength. This jiro- 
jiortion is entirely too large in onr juvseiit situation, and either the 
([uantity must be reduced or tin* number ot non-efiectives be brought 
within reasoiiahle limits by sending servants and others to the rear. 
Tw^eiity-five iier (‘cnt. is dinmied a huge a ml reasonable limit, and the 
chief commissary of the army in the field, as well as of all the garrisons 
and detachments dejxmdeiit on the railroads south of Xasliville, will 
see that issues are limitt‘cl to that figure. The chief commis.saries 
will be furnished with field rejiorts from su})erior liead(iuartcrs, and will 
call the attention of the jn-oper commanding officers wiicii reiiuisitions 
exceed the number of men and officers for duty with 25 percent, added. 

n. When, from interrujition to railroads or any other (-ause, sii]>]>lies 
(*annot be had equal to this standaril, the cominissarie^ w ill make issues 
as near as jiossible for each ten days in advance, and must scale their 
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issiios that all parts of the army receive a fair proportion of each 
arti(*le. Wlieii deiiciencies occur in the bread or small rations, the 
eomiiiissary may iucrease the allowance of fresh beef, if on hand and the 
coniiiianding general will approve the abstract of issues made in eom- 
})lianee with this order ot substitution. 

in. The elective strength of a brigade, division, corps, or army will 
be coustimed to mean officers and men present for duty, sick in quar- 
ters, exti*a-duty men that are armed, and in arrest or confinement.’’ 
Sick in hospital, unless there be a ])rospect of early recovery, should 
be sent to a post in the rear. 

IV. Unarmed cooks, teamsters, ])ioneers, and laborers are the only 
proper non-effectives with the army. All other persons dependent on 
our supplies are useless mouths which we cannot afford to feed, and 
should be sent north of iSTashville. Twenty-five per cent, is the maxi- 
mum allowance for this class of non-effective but useful laborers spe- 
cified, and even these should be armed; the teamsters especially should 
have muskets in strong loops to their wagons within easy reach, and 
cooks also might be armed. All details for actual duty will be made 
on the basis of effective strength,” and if, on inspection, it be found 
any connnanding officer reports an ^‘effective strength” gTeater^than 
he ean immediately parade for battle, his report, return, or requisition 
for stores and provisions will be deemed a false report under the Arti- 
cles of War.

Gemu-al Harker is rei>ort(Hl 
mortally wounded, also Col. Dan. McCook, commanding a brigade; 
(^olonel Rice, Fifty-seventh Ohio, very seriously. Colonel BarnhilL 
Fortieth Illinois, and Cai)tain Augustin, Fifty-filth Illinois, are killed. 
The facility with whidi defensive works of timber and earth are con- 
structed gives the party on the defensive great advantage. I cannot 
well turn the position of the <uiemy without abandoning my railroad, 
and we are already so far from our supplies that it is as much as the 
road can do to feed and supply the army. There are no supplies of any 
kind here. I can pre^s John^tou and keep him from re-enforcing Lee, 
hut to assault him in position will cost us moie lives than we can 
spare. McPherson took to-day 10b prisoners, and Thomas about as 
many, but I do uot suppose we inflicted hea\y loss on the enemy, as he 
kept close behind his parapets.

TT e have 
lost nearly 2,000 ohicers and men, among them two brigade commanders, 
General Harker, commanding a brigade in Xe’wton's division, and Col. 
Dan. McCook, commanding a brigade in Jetf. Dalis’ dhisiun, both re- 
ported to be mortally wounded, besides some G or 8 field officers killed.

We succeeded in getting a bat- 
tery pretty well to tlieir rear ti*om the Powder Springs road, and tben 
])usbed up the infantry across the swamp and creek, under cover of the 
lire, with little loss. have ordered Eeilly to follow up the rebels, if 
possible, to the intersection of the ridge road, though the distance is 
greater than is entirely safe to extend a small command. The ridge 
bends away so that it is farther from us here than opposite Cockerill’s 
battery. Have not heard from Cameron since I sent my last dispatch, 
but am expecting him momentarily to connect with Eeilly. The posi- 
tion taken is a good one to command the Sandtown road — Kenesaw and 
Lost ^Mountain are both visible from it — and 1 think it could be main- 
tained neaidy as easily as the one here at Cheney’s.

General: On examination, Peilly’s and Cameron’s positions appear 
to me more important than I had supposed, and in themselves are quite 
sft'ong; so is Byid's. The latter is on the ridge, with a ra\dne across the 
ridge at his left, and that wing runs back along the spur on the side of 
the ravine. My aide, Mr. Coughlan, has traversed the ridge to Reilly’s 
position, and met me there. The ridge toward the south end is broken 
into se])arate hills, sloping in different directions, separating the 
waters of the Xickajack from the Olley. A bridle path leads along it, 
and although the (ILstance is perhaps a mile and a half, I luopose to 
put small outpost^ in the intervals, where they can give the alarm if 
anything atteuipts to pass between the brigades. Upon advancing 
Reilly and Cameron a little, 1 found the valley ol the Xickajack pretty 
well defined, though not so open as that of the Olley. I have directed 
Reilly to put in a lunette for an advanced guard of a regiment and a 
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battery a few hundred yards in front of his main line, where it will 
sweep some distance up the valley, and I think will command the diag- 
onal road from Marietta, which comes into the Sandtown road a mile or 
two in advance of our x>resent i)ositioii. The movements of the enemy's 
cavalry in retreating satisfy me of the imxmrtance of the connection there. 
Tlie possession of the end of the ridge, if we can hold it, I am now 
sime will inevent the enemy from extending his line along it. since it 
would be necessarily flanked and enfiladed "by our positions. The only 
objection is the extension relatively to the strength of my command and 
the distance from supports. Upon carefully re-examining the ground 
my conviction is strengthened that it is ex(*eedingly desiraWe to liold all 
we have gained, and if Hascall's place could possibly be filled by ti'oops 
drawn fi’om other jjarts of the line it would give all the force needed to 
make a point-d’apimi which woidd be safe and exceedingly available for 
futui'e movements in this direction if they become necessary. I only 
suggest this by way of indicating the impression made on my own mind 
by the position.

Sir : I beg leave to report that the works at this place are, as far as 
I have received instructions fi'om corps engineers, nearly completed. 
We are felling timber and making some rifle-pits that I deem very 
necessary for our protection. The Eighth Kansas Infantry Volunteers, 
who were stationed at the bridge, left for the front yesterday by order 
of Major-General Sherman. 

On the 2oth instant Philo Bindley, quartermaster Fifty-third Illinois 
Infantry Volunteers, and acting brigade and post quartermaster, went 
into the countiy in charge of a guard and one team for the purpose of 
procuring a grindstone, some blacksmith tools and blacksmith iron. 
When about two miles from this place, and while riding a short distance 
at the rear of the team, they were tired upon by a party of ten, com- 
manded by a Captain Moore, belonguig to WheeleFs command, killing 
the quartermaster and one of my orderlies. Two of my men were taken 
prisoners, but effected their escape. The team and guard proceeded 
and prociued the articles sent for, and returned to camp without further 
molestation. 

The country aroimdhere is fuU of bushwhackers. I am taking meas- 
ures to drive them out of the country, and am sending suspi(iious fam- 
ilies away ffoin the line of the raih-oad. Many others are going north 
voluntarily. As yet no mounted or dismounted cavahy have reported 
to me.

At 8.30 a. ni. to-day Sherman attacked the enemy’s line at four points, 
Seholield carr>dng the position of the enemy on Sandtown road, north 
of OUey’s Creek, which he holds, and which is all the real gain of the 
day. Thomas attacked Avitli four brigades, and was repulsed, losing 
AOOO men, including two brigade commanders — Harker and Dan. Mc- 
('ook, both dangerously wounded. Mc-Phersou attacked on the hue of 
Kenesaw, with Morgan L. Smith’s division and Walcutt’s brigade, 
through dense, tangled thicket, and under cross and enfilading fire, 
which cost him 1,000 men and stopped the column. Blair attacked a 
division on the extreme left, co-operating with Garrard’s cavalry, but 
accomplished nothing, and I have no report of his losses or of Schofield’s. 
We shall hold all that has been gained, and fight again to-morrow. 
My lines worked well all day, and communication between the right 
and left (thirteen miles apart) has been constant and iminterruptecl. 
Weather excessively warm; roads good.

Fort Creighton . — Magazine complete, except change in the covering 
earth. Parai^et and gun iDlatforms to be raised in the front portion of 
the works and parapet weakened in the rear. Two block-houses are 
to be erected and are in progTess. 

Bedoubt on Loolcont Parapet incomplete, but capable for 

defense for infantry ; not ready for guns. Block-house partially erected. 
Magazine incomplete. Lines of parapet connecting various works 
from Battery Bushnell to Lunette O’Meara, and thence to Eedoubt 
Putnam. Com]dete fr*om Lunette O’Meara to Battery Taft, and thence 
to Battery Erwin, not yet thrown up. Battery Erwin to near Eedoubt 
Jones continuous but partially built; forms good defense for cavalry or 
infantry. From old }*ailroad shops below Eedoubt Jones, across the 
Nashville' and Chattanooga Eailroad, to Fort Lytle, not complete, but 
forms a good defense. On this line about midway between the rail- 
road and Fort Lytle a barbette battery for four guns has been thrown 
up. Earth-works complete but no revetments nor platforms. From 
Fort Ljiile to the river a line is projected but not yet begun. The flat 
across which this line will run is now partially protected by a rifle-pit 
constructed about October, 18G3. Other lines are designed on Cam- 
eron HiU, but are not yet commenced. 

Beaerve Magazine . — Excavation complete. Foundation partially laid. 
Eaisiiig of building begun. 

Water-icorl's. — Machinery nearly set up. Excavation foi reservoir 
complete. Six hundred and fifty feet of tunnel made. Three hundred 
and twenty-six feet remaining. The force is thrown principally upon 
Eedoubts Carpenter and Jones, Forts Lytle and Creighton, the water- 
works and magazines, constructing block-houses, platforms, &c., besides 
the parties procuring logs, running saw-'inills, building store-houses, 
hospitals, &c. 

BLOCK-HOUSES ON RAILROADS. 

FasliviUe and Chattanooga Bailroad. — Forty-six block-houses, all of 
single thickness of logs, except two artillery block-houses at Bridgeport, 
unfinished. Those of single thickness are to be double cased. Water- 
tanks have been left at the block-houses, and in most cases placed inside. 
Twelve of the block-houses need covering with earth. 

Bashville and Decatur Bailroad . — Thirty-six block-houses, all single 
thickness, with a water-tank at each one. One-half of the tanks were 
placed inside. Twelve block-houses need covering with earth. 

Decatur and J^teventfon Bailroad. — Fourteen block-houses, all built 
exce];)t one, all single thic'kness and all need covering with earth. Tanks 
have been left at the block-houses, one to each, and are now being placed 
inside. 

^ashrille and Northwestern Railroad. — Block-houses in process of 
construction. 

Chattanooga and Atlanta Bailroad. — ^Threc companies of engineer 
ti'oops left Chattanooga on the 23d instant, to commence the construc- 
tion of nine block-houses. 

At Eesaca and Kingston earth-works have been commenced,

The movement that I want you to study and be prepared for is con- 
tingent on the tact that General A. J. Smith defeats Forrest or holds 
him well in check, and after I succeed in making Johnston pass the 
Chattahoochee with his army, when I want you in i^erson, or to send 
some good officer, with 2,500 good cavalry, well armed, and a suffi- 
cient number of pack-mules, loaded with ammunition, salt, sugar, 
and coffee, and some bread or flour, de])ending on the country for for- 
age, meat, and corn meal. The party might take two light Eodnian 
guns, with orders, in case of very rapid movements, to cut the wheels, 
luirn the carriages, taking sledges along to break off the trunnions and 
wedging them in the muzzle. The exi)edition should start ffoin Decatur, 
move slowly to Blountstille and Ashville, and, if the way is cleai*, to cross 
the Coosa at the Ten Islands or the railroad bridge, destroying it after their 
passage, then move rapidly for Talladega or" Oxford, and then for tln^ 
nearest ford or bridge over the Tallapoosa. That passed, the expedition 
should move with rapidity on the raflroad between Tuskegee and 
Opelika, breaking up the road and twisting the bars of iron. They 
shoxild work on that road night and day, doing all the damage toward and 
including Opelika. If no serious oi)position offers, they should threaten 
Columbus, Ga., and then turnu]) the Chattahoochee to joixnne between 
Marietta and .Vtlanta, doing all the mischief i)ossible. No infantry oi* 
position should be attacked, and the party should avoid all flghring 
possible, bearing in mind for their o^vll safety that Eensacola, Eome, 
the Etowali and niy aimy are all in our hands. Lf compelled to make 
Pensacola, they shoidd lea\'e their horses, embark for New Orleans, and 
come round to Nashville again. 

Study this well, and be prepared to act on order when the time comes. 
Selma, though important, is more easily defended than the route I liave 
named.

Thomas’, on Byler road, and thoroughly police the whole country for a 
distance of tifteen to twenty miles around about New Lexington. On 
the morning of the 4th instant he entered ui)on his labors, and on 
that day succeeded in capturing from 12 to lo of Woods’ men. I have 
directed him to make a prison dei)ot at New Lexington and safely 
keep all parties sent to that point. I have here the First Missouri and 
Third Missomi Battalion C'avalry, dismounted, Colonel Gates com- 
manding; the Second and Sixth Missouri Intantry, Colonel Flournoy 
commanding, and the Third and Fifth Infantry, (Colonel McCown com- 
manding; and have just oidered the following distribution of these 
forces and assigned them to duty: Lieutenant-Colonel McDowell, with 
three companies Tliird and Fifth ]\Iissouri Infantry ami with ten days’ 
rations, vill go in the direction of Jasper, in Walker County, and tluoiee 
to or near Blount Springs, and sv eep th(^ whole of Walker County. 
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(’oloiiel MK'own, a\ itli th(‘ romaiiiiii.ii tivi* <>t* thi* Third and 

Fil'th Missouri infantry, will inovo w estward on Xow River, and thence 
to Fayetteville and ]>ur^e Fayette County. Colonel Gates, with his 
regiment, First Missouri and Third Missouri Battalhui Cavalry, will 
move north want alon<*‘ the l>yler road to Ca]>taiu J)<»w'ney's and there 
take a ri^ht-hainl road leading to Houston, county seat td‘ Winston 
County, and w ill ])ass tlirou^’h Black Swamp Beat, in the southw’est 
corner of Winston, on the headw’ahu's of Blackwater (’reek, and will 
take charge of this w’hole county and cleanse it if possi])le. (’olonel 
Gates carries w ith him ]iine days' rations and four days' forage. ( ’olo- 
nel Flournoy, with liis regiment, {Second ami ^>i.\th Missouri Infantry, 
'vvill move northw'est hy way of (George Brown's to Pikeville, in Marion 
County, and will operate in this county and westward and nortlnvard, 
if necessary. L shall, wdth the cavalry now remaining »I have sent 
detachments with Colonel Biley, Colonel Gates, and Colonel McCowuij, 
go Avith Colonel Flournoy into Marion County. We take with us nine 
days' rations and two days’ forage. The (lis])osition of the forces and 
their tields of operation are now* ordered, an<l in a day or two we will 
be at w’ork in earnest. 

I have established my courier-line from Tusc^aloosa. on the Byler — 
first stand at Paleron's, six miles from T uscaloosa ; second staml at 
Prewetfs, thirteen miles; third stand at Xt^w' Lexington, twenty-six 
miles; fourth stand at C(»le's, eight mile^ from Xew' Lexington : fifth 
stand at Killingswortli’s. twenty miles from 2s (^w Lexington: sixth 
stand at Eldridge Post-Ofiice, twenty-eight miles from Xew' Lexington; 
seventh stand at Brown’s, eight miles from Eldridge li)ST-Ofiice, and 
thence on to Pikeville. The main line goes to Eldridge Post-Olfice, 
and then on to my headquarters in Marion. Also at Eldridge Post- 
Olfice a brancli line goes to Colonel Gates, in Winston, and one to 
Lieutenant-Colonel 3IcDow’ell. in Walker. Ehh-iclge Post-Olfice is on 
the Byler road, at the point where the Jasper and Pikeville road crf>sses. 
From Killingsw^ortli's westw’ard to Fayetteville is a branch line to Col- 
onel McCown's command. 

At David Thornton's mill, on Bay Creeds, some five miles west of 
Killiiigsw'Oi tlf s, I liavc established my ba^e for '^iii>pUes, and will leave 
Alajor Anderson, my commis.^ary of subsistence, at this mill, to gather 
supi)]ies. if ]K)ssible. Killingsw orth's alxmr one mih^ and a half soutli 
of Dublin Po->t-Ofiic(‘, now' kept by Mr. Pliillip-. Major Ambu-Mui has 
to-day succeeded in puichasiug about loo buslu*]-, of corn and about 
•100 i)ounds b:i(‘on. A veiy poiTion ot the tithes luis e\cr ])eeu 

collected. 2s o assessment lias cvei been iiiadc. Otficers have been 
afi'aid to do tliis w'ork, and one or two <itteiiiptinu it havi^ been killed. 
I shall collect at least the titlies so justly due and so luiieli needed. 
Subsistence Avill be scarce: bur I w ill keep you tally ad\ised on this 
question, and not starve to death without notilung you of the intended 
fact. I have been quiti* busily engaged so far. having done every- 
thing; but now my ]>hins and combinations arc completed, and 1 shall 
have more time to investigate the tiue comlitnm of afiaii< geneially. 
So far 1 have not been able to find out any ]>erinanent oiganizatiou 
among these w retdies. In some particular places they may be mobbed 
together. Most of them liav(‘ arms, [willwiite again as soon as L 
get into Maiion County. Direct Aotu communications to me in Marion 
Coiiut\ . at or near Ifikeville.

o ]). 111 . I received your favor oth instant, ordering nu* to <ibandon my 
movement and return to Aloutevallo. 1 iinmediaf(*I> aii^wtu'od it. At 
the tinn* of its let'eipt 1 was witli one regiment, Colonel Flournoy's 
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Second and Sixth Misssouri Infantry, on Looxapalila, in Marion County- 
Colonel Gates was in Winston, Colonel McCown with five companies in 
Fayette County, and Lieutenant-Colonel McDowell, with balance of 
M(*Covui’s regiment, in Walker, and Colonel Eiley at 'New Lexino-ton. 
At G o’clock of same evening I dispatched orders to Colonels Gates 
and McCo^Yn and Lieutenant-Colonel McDowell to meet me on evening 
of 7th instant at Dublin Post-Office, on Byler road, or Killingswortli’s-I 
the place where we all separated — and to Colonel Eiley to collect Lis 
command and be ready to move at a moment’s warning. After diligent 
inquiries I found the road by Tuscaloosa the nearest and by far the 
best; and so I determined to travel that road. On the evening of the 
7th Colonels Gates, McCown, and Flournoy all camped near Killings- 
worth’s. Colonels Gates and Flournoy having traveled about sixteen 
miles. On the 8th instant we camped six miles north of New Lexing- 
ton, ha^dng niai‘ched about fifteen miles. On the 9th we camped near 
Mr. Thomas’, ha\dng marched sixteen miles ; and to-day, during a heavy 
and continued rain, we have marched about fourteen miles. In the 
morning we vill move at 5 o’clock and make about seventeen to 
eighteen miles. I will move just as rapidly as I can, not to break down 
my men, many of whom are now barefooted and their feet very sore. 
For seven days past we have been marching daily over a very rough 
country, with deep sand in the roads Avherever level. My commissary 
and forage wagons are now in Tuscaloosa for supplies, and will join me 
as I pass through in the morning. Many of my Avagons have been 
broken on this march on account of the rough, hilly roads, but so tar I 
have repaired and brought them all, thus far losing nothing. I had 
hoped you had receh^ed my note of the Gtli instant, giving you situation 
of my command in full and A\^hat I had done and would do. It has been 
all evening and noAV is raining heavily. All tlie atcr courses will be 
very full and roads very muddy. I will do all I (‘an to facilitate a rapid 
movement. I trust I shall be able to join you ere you are allowed to 
meet oiu- foes in battle strife and A\dth you share the dangers of such a 
conflict.

Brigadier-General Stevenson. There is no force at Guntersville, and but 
a nominal one at Nashville, Pulaski, Columbia, Athens, and Huntsville. 
All the forces from those points have been moved to Chattanooga, 
Tenn. There is now no force in Middle Tennessee or North Ala- 
bama that can make a movement. The force in Decatur is composed 
of four small regiments of infantry (recruits), and two regiiueiits of cav- 
alry.

General: Your communication of llie ITtli instant is received and 
its contents noted. Tlie move into Middle Tennessee was countermanded 
in consequence of the force of the enemy at Mcnniihis repoited to be pre- 
])ariug for a raid. I dift'er from you as to the force ne(‘Chsary to interruiit 
the railroads between Nashville an<l Stevenson; rei)orts received from 
Eoddey on llielOth indicate the line as very weakly guarded. The arms 
AV(‘iit up to you tin's morning, and Colonel Kennard says the accouter- 
ments Avill go u]! to-morrow, being expected from IMobile to-day ; though 
there has becMi delay, your st<m‘s are being forwarded as rapidly as 
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possible. As regards General Gliolsou’s brigade, it is my wish that he 
be sent as ordered to General Adams, who has not to exceed 1,000 men, 
whereas the enemy in Vicksburg and vicinity have 0,000 men. It is all 
important that protection be afforded the i)lanters in tlie western part of 
the State at this time, and that the railroads be <!ompleted to enable 
the vast amount of stores on the lines of railway to ])e renu)ved. I 
regret the necessity of separating your commands, but beg you to bear 
in mind you have now all the available force in this di^partment, and a 
larger force than yoiu’ section of country has ever had before. I took 
it for granted that a brigade had been sent to the Ihanola and Grenada 
country, as you had suggested, and was approved. I consider the force 
you have there sufficient, however. Stripped as this de])artment now is 
of troops, I hope you will see that it is iinpossibh^ to kec]) your divisions 
together. General Johnston has fallen ])ack to Kingston, whi<*h heaves 
CJentral Alabama much ex]) 0 sed from the direction of Rome; and 1 
think it is best for you to move all the men you have at Tu])elo to the 
vicinity of Aberdeen, where you will not tax the railroad so much for 
corn, and where that force will be in convenicmt ]K)sition to move 
toward a raid from Memi)his or liome. Tlnwe is no (*a\'alry now in Ala- 
bama to protect the prairie country, Stdma aiid Montgomery, about 
whi<di there is mu(*h apprehension. General Polk is now with (Jen- 
eral Johnston and has all the cavalry made in xVlabama. I have asked 
General Johnston to look after a raid from his left, but from all I can 
learn he needs everything with him. Should it be(‘ome mwssary to 
move a part of your force into Alabama, the division of Jhiforcl, or a 
brigade of it, will have to be drawn south, say to Tu])elo, 1 v rib* t iius 
ffilly, general, that you can see that other ])oints are (‘xi>os(*d as w(*ll as 
your point, from which I do not anti<Mpate any vserious move*.

II. There appears to be a growing disposition on the part of officers 
and men of this command to disregard orders given them on the held. 
Indeed, to such an extent does this fault obtain that it becomes neces- 
^ry to call the attention of the command to the following instructions: 
Whenever a company or any portion of the command is deployed in front 
of the brigade it is for the piupose of tightiug back or devehjping the 
strengih of any advancing force of the enemy. Skirmishers must not, 
therefore, fall back until driven by a superior force, which cannot be 
until said force has been developed. Ph'kets are posted in front not 
only to give notice of the approach, hut to learn also the strength 
of nil enemy. Skirmishers and vedettes should, therefore, discontinue 
the habit of wshooling at the first enemy they see and then running 
back on the reserve, but let them hold their ground and fight until 
diiven. Picket commanders must not i)ermit themselves to be driven 
in by an advancing enemy imtil overpowered. Officers ordered to 
hold any position or to accomifiisli any given object must do it, and if, 
hereafter, there should be any failure on the x)art of otficers to do what- 
ever is demanded of them without sufficient justification, they will 
promptly be arrested and charges preferred against them for cowardice 
and disobedience of orders.

Gem'ral Lee in Mississ'iiipi, where Forrest is 
si'rving, is in proportion to thc^ enemy confronting him much weaker 
than (ienci al Johnston, and masls his troops now with Johnston more 
than tin* lallciM-an iusmI f\>rrest. 

(icncral Johnston’s last return, Ibtli of June, shows W,2,S2 infantry, 
cavalry, artillery; total, (;i,772 cllcctivcs. The rolls show 
clcvmi brigades of cavalry, aggregate 27,;!!K), though with only VhjSM 
etlcctivi' total, (icncral Johnston’s return shows an aggregate, i>rescnt 
and absent, i;57,t»;JI.
